ROVGH OX JOHN. 
A Cltiuauiau Cannot H old M ining Ground 
in Idaho. 
W a lla W a lla (Wash.), April 25th.— 
Judge Willis Sweet in the District Court at 
Mount Idaho has decided that the Chinese 
hare no rights whatever on mining lands 
in the United States. The decision was 
tendered in a suit brought by some Chinese 
against Patrick Flynn et al-.’who last sum­ 
mer jumped their claims on Moose creek 
in E1k City Mining District, held by Chi­ 
nese ior many years under biiis of sale 
given to the Chinese by white men. 
In another decision involving the Buffalo 
Hiil claims in Elk City District, the white 
men having leased said claims to the Chi­ 
nese, which were jumped by order of the 
whites, the Judge neld that a lease of min­ 
ing ground to Chinese was invalid and 
amounted to an abandonment of the claim 
unless proven that the Chinese were act­ 
ually employed to hold and work said 
ground on behalf of plaintifls. 
The suit for ejectment was. therefore, de­ 
nied. Upon the announcement of the de­ 
cisions parties were immediately organized 
to oust the Chinese miners in Pierce City, 
Elk City and other mining camps in 
Northern Idaho, which are Chinese strong­ 
holds. 
The decisions are far-reaching in 
their effects and will lead to the abandon­ 
ment of much ground where the Chinese 
made a subsistence. 


STRIKING MOLDERS. 
One of Them Has Gone Hack to W ork— 
Nothing New. 
S an F rancisco, April 25th.—Yesterday 
the forces in the foundries were augmented 
by two men. and the first defection from 
the racks of ihe striking molders occurred. 
The firs', man to go back on the Union is 
named Wail, who lea; ad his trade in the 
Occidental Foundry, in this city. When 
the strike was ordered he w ent'out with 
the other-, but finally weakened under the 
stress of circumstances. He gives his 
reason for going back to work that he was 
“sick of the strike.” The other man se­ 
cured is named Forsythe, and he was 
escorted from Oakland to the Union Iron 
Works by a private detective. Forsythe is 
a St Louis man and paid his own way out 
to this city. 
The Founders' Association held a confer­ 
ence yesterday afternoon, but at its conclu­ 
sion the members stated that there was 
nothing to be given for publication. One 
member, however, hinted that a large ship­ 
ment of molders might be expected before 
the end of the week. 
At the L’nion Iron Works yesterday a 
Union picket named Dixon tried to per­ 
suade one of the Eastern men working 
there to desert. Dixon offered the man 
$75 and his fare East if he would consent 
to leave, but was met with a point blank 
refusal. 
TURNER KNOCKED OUT. 
Kellr-lier Puts Stockton’s Colored Pugilist 
to Sleep. 
S an F rancisco, April 25th.—The Golden 
Gate Athletic Club was taxed to its utmost 
this evening. the event being the meeting 
of Charley Turner of Stockton, the colored 
champion, and Denny Kelleher of Boston. 
The purse was $1,000, the loser taking $250. 
The men were in great condition, Turner 
weighing 150 and Kelleher 154 pounds. 
Joe Choynski was chosen referee. 
Bound 1—Turner, like his backers, was 
full of confidence. Both were cautious, 
feinting for weak spots. Kelleher worked 
Turner into a corner, putting in a heavy 
left on his ribs and getting a slight return 
on the neck. The round closed even. 
Round 2—Turner appeared tbe quicker 
of the two, while Kelleher seemed to wait, 
evidently wanting every blow to count. 
Round 3—Turner was knocked down by 
a heavy blow on the jaw. and in the rueh 
which followed Kelleher slipped, striking 
the floor heavily. The round closed with 
both quite groggy. 
Rounds 4 5, tí and 7 were characterized 
by heavy and spirited fighting, each hunt­ 
ing au opening for a knock-out blow. 
Rounds S to II were very spirited, Kelle- 
her being rushed to the ropes. 
Rounds 11 and 12 were fought mainly 
for wind 
Round 13—Turner led for the head, when 
Kelleher brought his right around.catch- 
ing Stockton’s pride on the jaw, knockiug 
him clean out. 
On Her M uscle. 
F resno, April 25th.—Sarah Althea Terry 
made her appearance in the office of C. G. 
Savie. the administrator of the estate of 
David S. Terry, this morning and de­ 
manded some money. Sayle said that he 
had none on hand belonging to the estate, 
but there were some law books that might 
be sold. She then went into the adjoining 
office of N. C. Caldwell, who is the attor"- 
ney for the administrator, and after a 
wrangle with him he ejected her from the 
office. She returned and smashed a win­ 
dow. and made quite a scene. Sayle left 
his office and she followed, threatening to 
shoot him. 
The scene between Mrs. Terry and attor­ 
ney Coldwell this morning has been the 
talk of the town ever since. Reports of 
all kinds are current, many of them most 
preposterous, others containing grains of 
truth. 
Tbe A-ioeiated Press representative 
called on Coldwell, who said : “I decline to 
be interviewed. 1 have nothing to say. I 
shall follow the lead of the lady. I am not 
only willing but anxious that she should 
make any statement to the public that she 
chooses. This whole a flair farces upon 
my uund the old couplet: 
“ He that will kiss and then wili tell 
Is the meanest devil out of hell.'' 
Your representative this evening visited 
Mrs Teriy at her home. She seemed 
greatly worried over the turn afiairs have 
takeoi and kept repeating "I don't know. 
I dou't know. I can't tell.” She said: 
“W hether it is a scheme planned by tbe 
Sharons or the administrators of the estate 
of Judge Terry, the object evidently is to 
compromise me and somebody profit by it." 
Sbe was questioned very closely iii re­ 
gard to tbe alleged marriage contract be­ 
tween herself and Coidwell. 
‘ If Judge Sayle said I nrade use of the 
expression to Coldwell this morning during 
the altercation, ‘1 have a marriage contract 
with you, he tells a deliberate falsehood. 
I said* nothing of the kind." 
“Then it is not true that such a paper 
exiss?'' 
“I refuse to be interviewed on that sub­ 
ject. I refuse. I will say nothing on tbe 
subject.” 
“It is is stated you have been visiting 
Cold well's home at night ?” 
It is false. I went into the neighbor­ 
hood of his home to a negro settlement to 
secure a colored cook the other night with 
mv coachman. He met us returning. He 
was intoxicated, and without a word struck 
mv coachman, and turning to me said : 
•iív dear little woman, what are you doing 
here?' I walked right on aud came home." 
“It is said you told bis wife she could 
keep the children if she would give Cold- 
weli up to you." 
“What really happened was this. He was 
Ivicg on the sofa in my parlor one Sunday 
afternoon and his wife came to my back 
door and asked for him. I told her if he 


were in sbe could not see him. She said: 
‘Let me go in with you aud let him choose 
between us.’ I said: ‘I don’t want him to 
choose between us. I don't want him at 
all. I won't have a scene in my house.’ ” 
“Did she come to your house frequently?” 
“Very olten, but I never spoke with her 
but that time. She would come almost 
every night and peep in at the window and 
sit on the porch, and watch for him to 
come in or go out. One night the whole 
top of the back stoop was burned to a char. 
Oil had been poured on it and set on fire, 
but it did not burn long. I can t think of 
anybody else who would do it but her." 
"His friends assert that you are infatu­ 
ated with him?” 
“I only wish he was in the heart of Asia 
and I could never see him again. Me in 
love with him, indeed! The opposite is 
nearer the truth. If you could only see 
some of his letters to me. He has been in 
my house every day he was in town since 
last December, coming in the afternoon and 
staying often until midnight. Then bow 
did it come when I was in San Ftancisco 
he spent both Sundays there. Business did 
not call him there Sundays. My friends 
there think he is the one that is infatu­ 
ated." 
“ What was the occasion of the quarrel 
this morning?” 
“He came here last evening and asked 
me to come to his office this morning and 
he would try and get some allowance from 
administrator Sayle. I went into Sayle's 
office and he said he couid not get any 
money for me. I then went to Coldweil's 
office and he began berating me for ap­ 
proaching Savie personally, and not 
through him. I said. ‘Shut up! You have 
done enough to make me hate you airead v.’ 
He became excited and began swearibg 
fearfully and calling me vile names. I 
said. ’Don't talk that way. or you will 
drive me into shooting you.' ” 
“Have your relations heretofore been 
pleasant ?” 
“When he was sober he was very pleas­ 
ant and has done very much for me in the 
way of getting my rights, but when intoxi­ 
cated he spoils all tbat. More than once 
he has driven every one of us out of the 
house. Once he knocked cousin Rodney 
down in the parlor. He kicked in doors 
for me that cost $35 to repair.” 
“What do you propose doing further?” 
“What can I do? l a m a woman, alone 
and almost friendless and this will leave 
me with less friends. He is a man and 
such things don’t hurt men. 
He has a 
wife and children. I am here alone. 
I 
often almost wish I were dead. I wish I 
couid get so far out of sight that nobody 
would ever hear of me again.” 
Prosperous Santa M aria. 
S a n ta M a ria, April 25th.—The branch 
of the Commercial Bank aud Bank of 
Santa Maria have been consolidated and 
incorporated with heavy capital. Santa 
Maria is now the financial center of the 
country lying between San Luis Obispo 
and Santa Barbara. 
There will be good average crops in this 
section and immense quantities of assorted 
fruits, especially apricots and prunes. Wal­ 
nut and olive trees are very thrifty. Feed 
is abundant everywhere. Fat cattle are 
being shipped from all quarters, also first- 
class hogs. Butter shipments are large. 
Large quantities of beans are being planted 
this season. 
Efforts are being made to have the 
county fair held here this year. Officers 
have been elected for the ensuing year for 
the association, and everything indicates 
great success for this section. 
Stage Robber Convicted. 
S an F ran cisco , April 25th.—The tria! of 
Frank Williams for standing up a stage 
and robbiug the mail and passengers was 
concluded this ahernoon by tbe jury bring­ 
ing in a verdict of guilty. As tne penalty 
is imprisonment for life, counsel for pris­ 
oner asked that the sentence be postponed 
until Friday, May 2d, when he will en­ 
deavor to show to the satisfaction of Judge 
Hoffman that while the statute says that 
tbe cflense "is punishable” by imprison­ 
ment for life, it does not say that the con­ 
victed man shall “be punished" by impris­ 
onment for life. In other words,’that' the 
term of imprisonment is optional with the 
Court. 
Young Lady’s Accidental Death, 
M a ry sv ille , April 25th.—Miss Aivena 
Christiansen, who resided with her parents 
near Nicolaus, went to Auburn Ravine, 
north of Pleasant Grove, a few days ago. 
Wednesday evening she mounted her horse 
to ride home, a distance of five miles. 
Thursday morning she was found dead on 
the road, with her skull fractured. The 
borse had gone to a farm house close by on 
Wednesday night, and was put in the'sta- 
ble. At the inquest, held on Thursday, 
the jury found a verdict of accidental death. 
W ashington Reform School. 
O lym pia (Wash.), April 25th.—The 
Commissioners appointed to select a loca­ 
tion for the reform school for incorrigible 
children, selected Lems county. The Gov­ 
ernor will now appoint three Trustees fora 
term of two years. Their first duty will be 
to select a site of forty acres in a suitable 
part of that county. This is done under 
the Enabling Act of 1339, which sets apart 
200,000 acres of Government lands for the 
purpose of aiding the State charitable, 
educational, penal and reforming institu­ 
tions. Violating the Exclusion Act. 
S a n D iego, April 25th.—Just before day­ 
light this morning a gang of Chinese who 
were being watched; by the officers made a 
wild rush across the line near Tia Juana, 
and the officers attempted to stop them. 
They scattered, and all but six escaped and 
are now hidden in the brush. The line is 
patrolled thirty miles inland from tbe 
ocean. It is not thought the officers will 
patrol any mere. 
Iron Ore in Napa V alley. 
N apa, April 25th.—On Government land 
in Capelle valley, Napa county, ir#n ore 
haa been discovered. For a week past an 
expert has been examining the ore and has 
reported the prospects so favorable that in­ 
terested parties have filed claims and are 
making preparations to work the mine. 
On May 1st ten men will commence work. 
The ore will be hauled to Napa and shipped 
to San Francisco.

Ilought and Sold. 
S an F ran cisco , April 25th. — Manager 
Robinson to-night announced that he had 
secured Harry B. Eliff, who has been play­ 
ing catcher and first base for tbe Houston, 
Texas, club, isaacs&n. the Oakland first 
baseman, and $500 to boot, was given for 
Eliff.

O lym pia. April 25th.—An enthusiastic 
meeting oí citizens was held to-night on 
tne final favorable report of the local com­ 
mittee'. who have raised a subsidy of 
$100.000, to be divided between the Union 
Pacific and the Oregon Improvement Rail­ 
road Companies. Sites for depots, harbor 
privileges and rights of way were also 
granted. 
Shower of Sniders. 
M erced , April 25th.—This city was 
treated to a shower of spiders. For several 
hours this morning tbe atmosphere was 
filled with white webs resembling snow- 
fiakes, each fiake containing hundreds of 
small spiders.

Lodi, April 25th.—A large crowd was in 
attendance at the races held at the Lodi 
Trotting Barg this afternoon.

Plnm Crop Destroyed 
Carson (Nev.), April 25th —The entire

iium crop of the State was spoiled by the 
ate storm. 
The German people are said to be de­ 
manding a reduction in the size of the 
army.

H undreds of People Are Saved From 
W atery Graves. 
B a to n R ouge (La.;, April 25th.—Both 
ends of the Martinez crevasse nave been 
secured and a determined effort will be 
made to close it. 
Water is rapidly filling the country to 
the rear of the break at Lobdells, eighteen 
miles above here. 
On the West Baton Rouge side tne break 
is $00 feet wide. The people of Gross E;ee 
and West Baton Rouge as fast as possible 
are bringing their stock and cattle over to 
the bilis for safety. Only the highest place 
in West Baton Rouge will escape an over­ 
flow. 
HIGHEST ON RECORD. 
V ick sb u rg (Miss.), April 25th.—The river 
is higher than at any time in the pas; 
twenty-iour years. 
TEXAS FLOODS. 
St. L ouis, April 25th.—A special from 
Gainesville, Texas, says: It has been rain­ 
ing almost constantly since Monday night. 
At $ o’clock last night a cloudburst struck 
the city, lasting four hours and deluging 
the town and county to a depth of several 
feet.The water ran in great rivers through 
the streets, in many places three feet deep. 
A small creek left its banks and swept away 
numerous small dwellings. 
Hundreds of people turned out and 
helped rescue the families on the lowlands 
along the creek. The whole country is 
deluged and the crops are certainly ruined. 
The Santa Fe train is water-bound six 
miies south of Gainesville. The passen­ 
gers have to be rescued in boats. 
DESOLATION AND SUFFERING. 
N ew O rle a n s, April 25th.—Four steam­ 
ers and a dozen barges are at work on the 
river front of West Baton Rouge and 
Pointe Coupee. The IDacctah. on her first 
relief trip, picked up 500 people and 1,000 
cattle, all in danger of drowning, and the 
Wheelock 1,200 people. Five hundred 
negroes, frightened bait to death, were res­ 
cued from one small cotton gin, where they 
had been huddled together for thirty-six 
hours. 
The crevasse above Bayou Sara is over 
400 feet wide. The entire front of Pointe 
Coupee is under water. Most of the levees 
are gone, and the water back of the levees 
is so deep that hundreds of lives are in 
jeopardy. Thousands of stock have been 
drowned, and cattle that are not drowned 
are in danger of starvation, as they stand 
knee deep in water, without a particle of 
food. 
The crevasse at Allendale will overflow 
thirty of the finest plantations on tbe river. 
It will reach the Teche country several 
days in advance of tbe Morganza water, 
ana when this water joins with the Mor- 
ganza it will flood the entire Atchalafaya. 
La Fourcbe and Teche countries. The 
damage wiil be incalculable. 
THEY ARE ALL OUT. 
B a to n R ouge (La.), April 25th.—The 
steamer Dacotah has brought many people 
out of the flooded district and much stock. 
Around the new Texas landing many peo­ 
ple preferred to stay, saying the river is 
now falling. The break in the old MorgaDza 
is at least G00 feet wide, and that in the 
Grand levee 1.000 feet wide, aud washing 
out rapidly. The relief boats are prepar­ 
ing to return to New Orleans, as ail the 
people have been taken out who desire to 
come. 
SITUATION MORE HOPEFUL. 
G re e n v ille (Miss.). April 25th.—The 
rain ceased to day and the river has fallen 
three inches. Portions of the streets which 
have been inundated for twenty days are 
now uncovered, and the situation is more 
hopeful. 
RF.D RIVER RISING RAPIDLY. 
S h re v e p o rt (La.), April 25th.—The up­ 
per Red river is rising rapidly on account 
of the heavy rains in Texas. All the 
streams are bank-full, and very little more 
water will flood ail the places not protected 
with levees. 
ENORMOUS DAMAGES. 
F o r t W o rth (Tex.), April 25th.—Heavy 
rains are reported throughout Northwest 
Texas. Washouts are reported on many 
railroads and some of the trains have been 
abandoned. 
Tbe big iron bridge near 
Yeron. on tbe Denver, Texas and Fort 
Worth road, is partially washed out. The 
freight houses in the northern part of 
this city are under water, as are also all the 
low lands. No loss of life is reported, but 
the damage to crops, railroads aud otner 
property is enormous. 
numerous brea ks. 
N ew O rle a n s, April 25th.—The Times 
Democrat's correspondent at Bayou Sara 
says: There are ten crevasses in the Pointe 
Coupee levee front. The worst cf these is 
the Fanny Rich crevasse, where a vol­ 
ume 
of water 
six feet deep and 
four hundred feet wide, is pouring 
through, inundating everything. There 
has, so far as can be learned, been no loss 
of human life, but a great quantity of 
stock is drowned. Tbe crevasse at New 
Morganza is 1,500 feet wide, and about 
150,000 feet of water per second is pouring 
through it into the lowlands. 
HEAVY RAIS AND HIGH WATER. 
D a lla s (Texas;, April 25;h.—Trinity 
river is out of its banks and to-night 
promises to reach the highest point re­ 
corded in many years. The rainfall has 
continued since yesterday, and is the 
heaviest known here for yeais. The water 
is auirie-deep in the streets, and is rising.

New Y ork. April 25th.—Every little girl 
will soon be able to have a littie doll that 
realiv talks. Edison has opened an exhi­ 
bition of his latest inventions at the Len­ 
nox Lyceum, in this city, and among the 
novel features are ten big dolls, which 
stand in a row. and when a crank in their 
backsis turned they utter várious rhymes. 
One says "Mary Had a Little Lamb." an­ 
other “Twinkle, Twinkle, Little Star,” and 
so on. 
The voices, of course, are highly 
“squeaky.' but the words are plain. An 
other doll, in a separate part of the house, 
give forth with great distinctness in 
ehiidish treble: “There was a little girl 
wno had a littie curl." A real perfect doll 
now can wink. walk, gesticulate, smoke 
and talk. The talking effect is produced 
by the revolving of a tiny phonograph cyl­ 
inder set inside the doll. Each doll can 
speak its speech 3,000 times. 
Another feature of the exhibits is the 
chamber known as the Beilamy rpom 
where all the comforts and luxuries of a 
household are provided by electrical appar­ 
atus. The visitor has meals served on & 
table which moves out of the way br, elec­ 
tricity. A cigar is lit by an electric spark. 
Not daring to go out to a theater, it being 
rainy, he connects a telephone with the 
Casino and hears Lillian Russell in “Tbe 
.Grand Duchess,” and, getting tired of that, 
he listens to Patti in “Linda' at the Metro­ 
politan Opera House.

Grippe Proved a Blessing to Set oral 
D em ented Individuals. 
Bostok, April 25th.—A new phase of la 
grippe's mysterious influence is just now 
interesting the medical profession of Massa­ 
chusetts. Bad as it was in its dreadful 
work, it has at the same time wrought 
what seems to be a miracle at tbe Stale 
insane hospital at Westboro. Dr. N. E. 
Paine, Superintendent of the hospital, 
says: “One female patient case of mania 
had been in the hospital about nine months 
when she became feverish. Her excited 
and incoherent speech left her and she be­ 
came rational. She was discharged on 
January 27th as recovered, and I have 
beard within a few days that she continues 
perfectly well. This was her fifth attack 
of insanity, the two preceding attacks hav- 
iug iasted in one case twenty-three and the 
other sixteen months. It appears possible 
that her mental disease was curea by the 
influenza, and, moreover, in about one- 
half its anticipated duration. 
“Another female patient, who was very 
destructive of clothing, furniture, etc., be­ 
came rational during and after a fever, and 
continued so until her discharge on March 
23th. She had remained thirteen montns 
in the hospital, aud we feared she would 
not recover. In her case also the disease 
was acute mania, and was recurrent as in 
the preceding case. This was her third a\ 
tack of insanity. 
“A mate patient who had been in the 
hospital eight months had delusions that 
his food was poisoned and that poison was 
sprinkled on him at night. After the in­ 
fluenza he lost his delusions and talked 
about them as something that had passed.

There is quite a radical difference of 
views between the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee and McKinley on several points. As 
the ideas of the uitra-protectionists are ex­ 
pressed in the McKinley bill, protests are 
being received by the Ways and Means 
Committee from interests in various parts 
of the country, many of wliich condict 
with each ciher. 
Over 500 formal petitions bearing many 
hundred signatures have been received 
since the bit} was reported. Some of the 
petitious of protests are very emphatic in 
language, but the committee remains com­ 
placent and content with its work.

They W ill Be Sent ltaifc to China 
Uncle Sam ’s Expense. 
W ashington, April 25th. — Attorney- 
General Miller informs the Treasury De­ 
partment that tbere are nineteen China­ 
men in custody of the L'nited States Mar­ 
shal of Washington, who will be tried for 
coming into the Untied States in violation 
of the Chinese Exclusion Act. He recom­ 
mends. in accordance with a suggestion 
from the Secretary of State, that, notwith­

To the Woot-grovcersof the L'nited States: After a 
calculation and cartful study of the proposed 
tari a bill known as the McKinley bilf, and 
with the approbation of a’l the wool-growers 
present, we hare joined in recommending to 
the Committee on Ways aud Means the follow­ 
ing rates ot duly for third-class wools: On such 
wool the value whereof shall he 13 cents, in­ 
cluding charges, the duty shall be :12 per cent, 
ad valorem, and on such wool the value whereof 
shall be over 13 cents, including charges, the 
duty shall be 50 per cent, ad valorem. These 
rates a-e slightly lower thau those iu the pro­ 
posed bill upou very inferior grades, but are 
higher unon better grades, which come di­ 
rectly in competition with our iiuarter-blood 
and common wool, aud we therefore request 
your earnest efforts to secure the euactment of 
the bill into a law. with the confidence and 
laith that its effect will be to place wooi-grow- 
ing agaiu among the prosperous industries of 
the country.

Gnats anil M osquitoes in tlie V alley of 
tlie Yukon. 
W ashington, April 25th —The House 
Military Committee called upon the Secre­ 
tary ot War for an opinion upon the ad­ 
visability of establishing a military post in 
the interior of Alaska. His answer is 
based upon a letter written by General 
Miles, in which he says tbere are very- 
strong reasons way it would be injudicious 
to establish a military pqst on the Yukon. 
Men who have been there report that the 
gnats and mosquitoes are intolerable, and 
they doubt if auy people could live there 
with auy comfort".

HORTICULTURIST* 
Reports Concerning the Effects of tlie 
Long Rain*. 
5an F rancisco, April 25th.—A meeting 
of the Stale Horticultural Society was held 
this afternoon. Professor HiIgardf presiding, 
and nineteen members present. 
The subject of fruit prospects through­ 
out the Stale was taken up and discussed. 
It seemed to be the general opinion that 
fruits with what are designated as soft roo's 
would be seriously damaged by the heavy 
rains. As soft-rooted fruits, there were 
mentioned peaches, apricots, cherries and 
blackberries. Hard-tooted fruits, such as 
(•ears, plums and quinces were not liable to 
suffer. One speaker called attention to the 
tact that iu some localities hundreds of 
trees had died from sour sap, the smell in 
the orchards being as bad as that oi a vine- 
ar factory. The opinion of the orchardists 
present was that this occurred mainly 
waere there was a heavy ciay subsoil un­ 
derneath the loam. 
One grower stated that when the iast 
heavy rains tell the majority of the trees in 
his cherry orchard were inbloom. Those 
trees wiil bear but little fruit this year, 
while trees that bloomed earlier and those 
that bloomed later wiil be covered with 
fruit. He believed this was caused by the 
rain washing the pollen oil so that the 
blossoms were not fertilized. 
Mr. Hatch mentioned the fact that a 
number of his peach trees looked as if they 
were going to be trouble with curled leat, 
but did not have energy enough to cuil. 
The Society will make “Cherries ' the 
principal subject for discussion at the next 
meeting, and “The Marketing of Small 
Fruits” as the subsidiary subject. 
Leonard Coutes read a paper on “The 
Summer Spraying of Deciduous Fruit 
Trees. ' He gave several washes for vari­ 
ous fruit-tree pests, but qualified them with 
the statement that under various circum­ 
stances it might be advisable to modify 
them to a greater or less extent. For scale 
he had advised the following wash to be 
applied early in May: 
Dissolve thirty pounds of whale-oil soap 
in sixty gallons of water. 
Boil three 
pounds of American concentrated lye with 
six pounds of sulphur and two gallons of 
water. Mix the two, allowing them to boil 
half an hour. Add ninety gallons of water 
and apply while warm. 
The resin wash used for tlie scale was de­ 
scribed as follows: Ten pounds of caustic 
soda, ten pounds potssh, forty pounds 
tallow and forty pounds resin. Dissolve 
the potash aud soda in water. Dissolve 
the tallow and resin together and add it to 
the potash aud soda, stirring them well to­ 
gether. Leave standing about two hours 
and then fill up slowly with water, stirring 
ail the time. This should make fifty gal­ 
lons of the mixture. Use the following 
day one pound of the mixture to a gallon 
of water. 
For the red spider he advised washing 
the trees with a weak soap-wash and then 
immediately powder with dry sulphur 
(sublime) blown into the trees with a bel­ 
lows. This should be applied during the 
month of May. 
If caterpillars, saw-fly worms, peach 
moth or auy other leaf-eating insect is 
present with the scale, Mr. Coates advises 
adding half an ounce of parís green to the 
sulphide of soda wash. This wash must 
be kept thoroughly stirred all the time it is 
being used. If there is no scaie, then in­ 
corporate the paris green with some fungi­ 
cide.For the shot-hole fungus which is now 
spreading over the State, the speaker *d- 
vised the Bordeaux mixture. In winter it 
is composed as follows: Six pounds of 
sulphate of copper to sixteen gallons of 
water; four pounds of fresh lime to six 
gallons of water. This must be diluted so 
tbat it wiil not impair tbe foliage, and the 
paris green must never be used in stronger 
proportions in summer than one ounce to 
200 gallons of water peach trees especially 
are Fiable to injury if it is too strong. Sul­ 
phur, though good ior most fungoid dis­ 
eases. does not seem to reach this one. For 
peach moth alone the first wash should be 
applied as scon es the buds are opening. 
Mr. Hatch said that he had used paris 
green on cherry trees without injurious 
effect.

GLADSTONE'S THEORY. 
H i D iscusses tbe A uthenticity 
Bcok of G enesis, 
New Y ork. April 25th.—The .Vail crid 
F. yren special cable from London savs • 
Gladstone's second article in Good Words, 
written in contradiction of the recent as­ 
saults on the Bible, deals with the creation 
in a highly characteristic and original 
manner. Gladstone contends that the open­ 
ing of the book of Genesis constitutes a 
plain and straightforward narrative of the 
pre-Adamite period. 
He maintains that it is neither poetic nor 
scientic in meaning, nor can it be considered 
so in interpretation, but it was. he says, 
a direct communication from God 'to' 
teach primitive man his proper place in 
creation, and to give him a conception in a 
broad outline os to what his Maker had 
been about on bis behalf. He considers 
the days of creation to be neither solar nor 
geological, but simply convenient historic 
divisions without any occult meaning. 
Only in respect to the creation of light 
does Gladstone descend to a rigid scientific 
criticism. He discusses the events which 
are described with the object of showing 
that the book of Genesis is a true account 
of the evolution of the world, and with a 
view of leading up to the conclusion that 
the ordainer of nature and giver or guide 
oi the story of creation are one and the 
same.

Montreal, April 25th.—The Conserva­ 
tives made a charge that six priests at­ 
tended the caucus of the opposing party the 
other evening, and a serious accusation has 
been iaid before Archbishop Fabre against 
the Abbe Redard, the cure of St. Constant. 
The cure is accused of having refused 
Easter conrtnnnion to a number of parish­ 
ioners because they opposed the candidates 
at the municipal election in which he was 
interested. 
The Archbishop is said to have ordered 
an inquiry. 
The abbe is very active in politics. At 
the recent provincial elections a number of 
his parishioners say they gave him the 
money which they received as bribes to 
vote for the Nationalist candidates and 
which their consciences would not allow 
them to keep.

eration. 


A Northw est Pat sage to lie Made by the 
Use of Dynam ite. 
L ondon. A pril 25th.—H. A. H. Dunsford, 
a prominent civil engineer, iu a pamphlet 
just out. proposes to use dynamite in the 
northwest passage through the Arctic. He 
says : “As for the proposition that we can 
open a sea, we must remember that the ice 
is not of great thickness ; that we have 
powerful explosives that are perfectly 
efiective when frozen, and that every mass 
of ice detached in the course of a stream 
flowing southward wili float away itself. 
“I don’t, of course, mean to imply that it 
will be easv, but that it is within our power 
to make a channel wide enougü for a part 
of the warm stream to pas3 without losing 
ail its heat on the way. 
“The main barrier which we will have 
to deal will be the belt of ice north and 
northwest of Greenland. Of course until 
it is completed the channel will freeze over 
every winter, but I do not think that the 
removal of the ice thus formed will beso 
serious a difficulty as might be expected. 
The ice being formed merely by the freez­ 
ing of the channel will be smooth, not 
hummocky, and after the first snowfall can 
be traversed easily by sledges or dog trains, 
so that surface or submerged mines can be 
laid, enabling the ice over any desired 
leDgth of section to be broken up instanta­ 
neously. 
“The advantages to be gained by the 
opening e( the sea and the amelioration of 
climate can scarcely be overestimated, ren­ 
dering habitable the shores of the Arctic, 
and the growth thereof civilized communi­ 
ties. a direct route to the Pacific, and tbe 
immense increase in trade with the Pacific 
coasts of America and Asia. 
"Thus would be opened lands suitable 
for colonization within easy reach of Great 
Britain, and which, in great part, belong 
to the British Empire, valuable fisheries 
and considerable and increasing trade in 
the Arctic.”

D ublin, April 25th.—Tuily, the editor of 
the Roscommon Herald wa? to-day sen­ 
tenced to nine months' imprisonment at 
hard labor for a violation of the Coercion 
Act. 
It would be singular if the first long­ 
distance electric road should be estab­ 
lished in far-away Russia. Such a tiling, 
however, seem? more than probable, for a 
project is now on foot to connect St. 
Petersburg with Archangel, a distance of 
500 miles, by an electric railway. 
The 
enterprise, with which the name of Sie­ 
mens is connected, is backed by Archangel 
interests, and the estimated cost of the 
road, including rolling stock, will be $15,­ 
000 per mile. 
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IMPORTANT INFORMATION IN REGARD 
TO PLANTING TREES. 


M isapplied Labor—Eotv to Grow Sugar 
B eets—H ints to D airym en—Gen­ 
eral Farm Notes. 


CIJ. M. \V.” writing to the Rural Cali- 
fomian, says : “Recent ntunliers of The 
Rural have contained some good articles 
relative to layiDg off ground for an or­ 
chard, but it seems to the writer that not 
enough has been said about the manner of 
setting the trees, and especially the trans­ 
planting of tnose of the citrus family. 
Some act as if they thought it a matter 
of little consequence how the trees were 
set, as regards pressing the dirt’ to the 
roots, and consequently they put a tree in 
the desired position, and shovel the dirt 
in hastily, thinking, doubtless, that an 
irrigation soon after the setting will settle 
the dirt tirmly enough around the roots. 
It may sometimes do this in some kinds of 
soil and under certain conditions, but 
oftentimes trees are lost or their future 
growth is retarded very materially by this 
kind of setting. Care should be exercised 
to pack the dirt tirmly about the roots of 
all trees or plants, particularly those that 
are not wholly dormant during the winter. 
Again, some think that because it is the 
nature of a citrus tree to send a tap root 
deep into the earth, the more they get of 
this root the better it will be for the 
future growth of the tree. This idea is 
erroneous, for the reason that when a tree 
is loose in the ground the lower part of a 
long tap root would be likely to die ere 
the tree would grow enough to nourish it. 
This root should not be more than a foot 
to two feet long, the length depending on 
the weather and the soil, the warmer the 
weather and the more sandy, and conse­ 
quently the warmer, the soil the longer 
the root. 
“Some nurserymen whose love for the 
almighty dollar is the ruling passion will 
Hig citrus trees whenever called for, re­ 
gardless of their condition. It is a fact 
well known to horticulturists that citrus 
trees make several growths in a year ; also, 
that some may he dormant, while others 
in the immediate vicinity and on similar 
soil, and having similar treatment, will be 
growing more or less It is best to cut the 
trees back, if they need any cutting, when 
they are dormant; or if in a nursery, and 
it be desired to dig all of the trees, cut 
them back when the greater part of them 
are dormant; then irrigate, unless rain 
shall have soaked the ground thoroughly, 
and dig them as soon as they begin to 
make a new growth. Trees treated in this 
manner, then set properly, and irrigated 
immediately after having been set, and Ir­ 
rigated again three or four days later, 
ought not to suffer much on account of the 
transplanting. But if they be dug while 
growing vigorously the young growth will 
wilt almost as soon as the tai» root is cut. 
especially when the sun shines hot. Trees 
dug under these conditions, and carelessly 
set, the dirt being left loose about the 
roots generally make a feeble and sickly 
growth for months, if they do not die. 
“.Some dig them when the ground is 
cold. This is wrong, because they cannot 
grow then, and hence the tree can receive 
nothing from the ground to support it. 
To illustrate this point, would anyone ex- 
I>ect a young and growing animal to 
flourish under such conditions that it 
could get but little nourishment, if any 
for weeks or months? It is true some ani­ 
mals remain dormant during cold weather; 
so, too, deciduous trees, and these may and 
should be transplanted early in the win­ 
ter. Where the winters are cold, and 
where there is danger of hard frosts in 
April, do not transplant citrus trees before 
May. 
“The demand has been greater than the 
supply, and thousands of inferior trees 
have been set, and many more poor trees 
are now being set. A scrub orange tree, 
the bud only two or three feet high, and 
that with a low and bu.shv top with no 
stocky leader, is dear at any price; so, too, 
is a tree as tall as Goliath and slender as a 
ramrod. 
“The effect of not packing thedirt firmly 
about the roots may sometimes be seen in 
- me of the tree yards in Los Angeles and 
«,1-ewhere. Oftentimes when the dealer is 
crimped for room, a dozen or more de- 
< luous trees are put in a bunch and heeled 
iu together. Very little dirt, if any, 
comes iu contact with the roots inside of 
the bunch. Though they may he watered 
every day, or oftener, if allowed to remain 
there long, the tops shrivel and also the 
roots. I’ermis me to say t > would-be pur­ 
chasers, do not buy such trees at any price. 
Some of them may grow, but one might 
almost as well buy a broken-down horse 
and expect it to work as well as one in 
good condition.” 
MISAPPLIED LABOR. 
The waste of labor in improper manage­ 
ment is enormous.- When it is considered 
that thousands of farmers are annually 
busy at work in the production of crops, 
the saving of only 1 per cent, in the cost 
of production amounts to a large sum. It 
is safe to claim, however, that the annual 
loss to the farmers from i ¡.«applied labor 
is much greater than can be estimated. 
Not only is too much labor applied in 
some directions, and au insignificant pro­ 
portion given in another, hut the times of 
so doing are not appropriate, to say noth­ 
ing of the ultimate results upon the crops. 
Successes and failures have occurred not 
altogether from the abundance or insuf­ 
ficiency of labor applied, but according to 
the skill and judgment exercised in per­ 
forming the work at the proper period and 
in the right manner. 
The waste of labor may occur in many 
ways. The cultivation of large fields that 
cannot be manured or fertilized except at 
great expend entails on the farmer the 
wear and depreciation of implements, 
which are put to more use than should be 
necessary, as well as the loss of travel to 
and fro in reaching distant points of a 
field, and also at the expense of additional 
energy of working stock and loss of time, 
only to secure hut a partial crop, and 
which may cause neglect of some other 
crop that demands the attention which 
could lie given it hut tor the waste of time 
and lal>or fruitlessly. To economize the 
work it becomes necessary to hurry and 
finish the field tn time for planting, the re­ 
sult heiug that sucn work may lie impro­ 
perly performed- It is the additional cost 
of labor that lessens the profit, and success 
can only he obtained by app,ying the labor 
in an economical manner. 
\ waste of labor causes a waste of cron, 
but this waste sometimes occurs in the be­ 
ginning and not when the crop is har­ 
vested. If the labor that is expended 
over a large area he applied so as to con­ 
centrate the efforts pn a smaller tract, 
upon which the manure can he advantage­ 
ously applied and thorough cultivation be 
¡riven, the expenses will be less and the 
yield greater. Staple crops, such as corn 
and wheat, do not always receive that pre­ 
paration of the soil in the first place as 
should he given. The soil can l>e more 
thoroughly prepared for the reception of 
seed and the cultivator and harrow he 
used to better advantage when the area is 
limited to the proper amount of labor to 
be performed. It is costly to expend the 
energies in a manner that entails needless 
expense; and as the profit depends as much 
on the judicious application of labor as 
upon tlie prices obtained, labor becomes 
an important factor.—Philadelphia Record. 
HINTS TO DAIRYMEN. 
The cheesy taste in butter is due to the 
imperfect cleansing of the buttermilk. 
This cannot be done completely by the 


common method of churning, in which 
the butter is gathering in lumps, and i- 
largelv mingled with buttermilk. All the 
working and washing which can he done 
cannot get rid wholly of this sour milk, 
when it is so intimately closed in the par­ 
ti, les of butter. 
If the churning is 
stopped when the butter is in small grains, 
and : efore the butter is in a compact mass 
and the buttermilk then drawn off from 
the churn, and water poured in and 
changed until it is no longer colored by 
the buttermilk, and the butter is then 
salted and mixed, so as to get rid of ail 
excess of water above that which is needed 
to keep it moist enough to dissolve the 
salt, which is about 10 to 12 per cent, of 
the weight of the butter, there will he no 
cheesy taste. Mixing uiilk is injurious to 
the yield of butter. This is well known 
to milkmen and butter-makers. If milk 
which has been set for some time, and on 
which the cream has partly risen, is 
stirred, the cream never rises again fully, 
and there is considerable loss ol butter.— 
Orange Judd Fanner. 
HOW TO GROW SUGAR BEETS. 
The following instructions are by Henry 
T. Oxnard, who made the growth of sugar 
beets a study in Europe : 
The sugar beet requires a good soil, 
worked to the depth of twelve or fifteen 
inches. Generally speaking, a good garden 
soil will grow sugar beets. Care must lie 
taken to have the soil free from all sub­ 
stances that would tend to make a beet 
branch out into several roots, as experi­ 
ence shows that such beets contain very 
little sugar. The richer the soil, the closer 
must the beets he planted. If this is not 
observed, in a rich soil the beets grow too 
large—grow out of the ground, do not 
ripen, and contain very little sugar. 
Plant the seed, after allowing them to 
soak over night, about one inch deep, at a 
a distance of fifteen inches betjreeu the 
rows and five or six inches between the 
plants. 
As soon as the plants have sprouted, it 
is necessary to hoe deep between the rows, 
to allow the sun and air to act on the subs- 
soil. When the young plants have six 
leaves they mast be separated, leaving one 
plant every five or six inches in the rows, 
weeding out where more than one plant 
has come up, and transplanting to where 
some seeds have failed to germinate. It is 
very important to have full rows; it is of 
the greatest importance to keep the soil 
well hoed and entirely free from weeds— 
and it is impossible to give too much at­ 
tention to this part of the cultivation, 
which is the most important factor in the 
growth of sugar beets. 
FARM NOTES. 
Stock should be fed according to age 
and condition. A young and growing an­ 
imal requires a different ration from a 
mature tat one. 
If the heavy rains have hardened the 
surface of the recently plowed ground go 
over the field with a cultivator, and follow 
with the harrow before laying off the corn 
rows. 
If the piow cannot get sufficiently close to 
the trunks of trees to turn over the sod, 
chop around the trees with the hoe. The 
orchard land should he clean, if insects are 
to be avoided. 
A row of raspberries along the line of a 
field, or as a dividing line, instead of a 
fence, will give a plentiful supply, and can 
he easily cultivated, hut such a fence will 
not turn stock. 
The value of the corn crop does not de­ 
pend ujion its grain only. The leaves and 
stalks are valuable, and no portion of the 
crop need lie lost. As a fodder-producing 
plant corn has no equal. 
Hard, lumpy poultry manure will not 
easily dissolve, there being a large projior- 
tion of silicate of lime in the lumps. The 
best mode of keeping poultry manure is to 
add it to the manure-heap iu the barn­ 
yard. 
One element only may be required to 
form a complete fertilizer in the soil. The 
soil may contain all that it requires, with 
the exception of some substance that may 
be supplied at a small cost, and which may 
enable it to produce large crops. 
The brood sow that has weaned her pigs 
will do well on grass alone. If compelled 
to work for her food she will be in better 
condition for breeding purposes than when 
heavily fed and made fat. Too much fat 
is detrimental to all breeding stock. 
It is hard to make the soil for asparagus, 
rhubarb, onions or cabbage too rich. They 
will stand more strong, fresh manure than 
almost any other crops, either in the gar­ 
den or truck patch, and the yieid will gen­ 
erally be in proportion to the fertility of 
the soiL 
Much is gained by planting beet seed 
very early. It is a crop that reonires 
plenty of time to liecome well established 
before warm weather and drought come. 
Though requiring attention at first, the 
beet crop is easily cultivated after it gets 
well under way. 
Early varieties will not produce early 
croj s unless the ground is rich. Every­ 
thing that can lie done to force the growth 
should be considered, and as soon as the 
early crops are harvested the ground 
should be spaded and something else 
planted for a later supply. 
The Dorset sheep hear lambs twice a 
year, and twins are frequent. They are 
the most prolific of all breeds. W hether 
they are the equals of some of the other 
breeds so far as mutton and wool are con­ 
cerned, is to lie determined. Breeders are 
giving them their attention, however. 
Grow roots for your stock. Beets, car­ 
rots and turnips are highly relished by all 
animals in the winter as an agreeable 
change from the dry food. Put iu your 
lieets and carrots early. Turnips caii go 
in later in the season, hut the manure may 
lie spread ou the plot at any time during 
•the spring. 
It has been demonstrated that the dis­ 
ease known as yellows in |ieach trees is 
not prevented hv the use of fertilizers, 
though trees not properly attended to are 
more subject to the disease than others. In 
many cases failure is ascribed to the yel­ 
lows, when the real cause of lack of thrift 
may be traced to the borer. 
Mealy bug, which does so much damage 
to house plants, and es|>ecially to coleus, 
may lie prevented or removed'by washing 
the plants once a week with soapsuds, add­ 
ing twenty drops of carbolic acid to half 
a pint of the soapsuds. The thorough 
washing of all house plants will benefit 
them, as dust sometimes accumulates on 
the plants and causes injury. 
A new use for skim milk is recommended 
by some farmer in New England, who sug­ 
gests that it makes an excellent fertilizer 
lor lawn grass, being fully as valuable as 
manure and not so unsightly. The use of 
skim milk for such a purj>ose, however, 
depends on its price. On ,^me farms it is 
considered of but little ralfie. That it is 
an excellent liquid fertilizer cannot be de­ 
nied. 
A breed cannot well iie tested'hv select­ 
ing an individual of that breed to compare 
with an individual of some other breed, as 
all animals differ, no two being alike in 
every resjiect. Only a few cows in a herd 
may secure e record, yet tlie other mem­ 
bers may lie as well bred as the better ones. 
But each breed has its -¡iecial characteris­ 
tics which make it valuable for the pur­ 
poses required, and the breed, as a whole, 
will excel in that direction. 
Osage orange makes a poor hedge unless 
carefully trimmed. Everything "depends 
on the management of the hedge far the 
first three years. To make a close hedge 
the plants sre bent down (partially cut 
for that purpose) and twisted or woven 
into the standing plants close to the 
ground. These bent branches send up 
sprouts that serve to thicken the hedge at 
its base. A good hedge should prevent a 
rabbit passing through, and such a hedge 
can lie secured if properly trained and 
trimmed.

G u a y a q u il (Ecuador, S. A.), 1S90. 
Judging from the verbal and printed 
statements of all travelers who have vis­ 
ited this place, everybody’s mental experi­ 
ences are about the same—exaggerated 
ideas of Oriental splendor, when the city 
is first seen by the uncertain light of gas 
or moon, as the steamer arrives after 
nightfall and drops her anchor a mile out 
in the river; of grievous disappointment 
at a near daylight view; and finally, after 
closer acquaintance, of a more correct esti­ 
mate of its advantages and oddities, filth, 
beauty and shabbiness. 
Though this harbor is one of the finest 
on the entire western side of the conti­ 
nent, Guayaquil has no manner of wharf­ 
age, and vessels of whatever tonnage must 
remain some distance from shore, and 
await the convenience of the Captain of 
the port, the health and customs officials, 
before being allowed to land anything or 
anybody. The principal street of the city 
faces the river, extending two miles or 
more along its hanks: other streets rising 
terrace-like, one behind another, up the 
sloping hillsides. Over every door a lamp 
is hung; and when thousands of these 
lights along the levee and in the town are 
doubled by their own reflection in the 
water, the effect is dazzling. 
As Guayaquil is the commercial empo­ 
rium of Ecuador and its one center of 
trade, the shops are numerous and well 
stocked, and this principal street is its 
BROADWAY 
As well as the fashionable evening prome­ 
nade. In the center of it towers the 
three-storied “Palacio” of its Government, 
uplifting a quaint old tower, with a clock, 
like a warning finger pointing to the flight 
of time: and on either hand are hung rows 
of massive buildings, whose white walls 
gleam like purest marble. Every upper 
story has a balcony, hung with canvas cur­ 
tains, the latter rolled up when the heat 
of the day is over; and the balconies, pro­ 
jecting outward, form long series of arches 
over the sidewalks, precisely like the Rue 
de Rivoli in Paris. The lower floors are 
occupied by the shops, all gorgeous with 
lights and colors; and the whole popula­ 
tion, who remain indoors by day to escape 
the lieat, turn out en masse iu the even­ 
ing. Strains* of martial music from the 
barracks, mingled with the clang of ves­ 
per bells, come floating on the breeze; and 
the river, like the streets, is alive with 
gaily dressed people, paddling about in 
narrow gondolas and broad-bosomed rafts, 
to the music of guitars and mandolins 
folk.-ongs and happy laughter. 
But alas I The first peep of dawn dis­ 
pels all visions of Oriental, Parisian or 
Venetian magnificence, even with a mile- 
wide stretch of water between; and when 
once ou shore the disenchantment is com­ 
plete. Those stately, marble-like casas, 
with their curtained balconies and beauti­ 
ful arche«, prove to be dilapidated, earth­ 
quake-shaken structures of white-washed 
mud and bamboo ; the gondolas are mere 
dug-outs, or primitive rafts made of logs 
lashed together with vines; and the “gaily 
dressed populace” are mostly undressed In­ 
dians and dirty half-breeds slouching along 
in blankets and red flannel petticoats. 
Everybody arises with the lark in these 
tropical regions, where long siestas at mid­ 
day are the rule. 
Before sunrise the offi­ 
cials had made their formal round, counted 
noses in order to be sure that no evil-dis­ 
posed liassenger was bringing pestilence or 
contraband goods to peaceful Guayaquil, 
and then invited themselves to breakfast 
with an evident 
EYE TO BUSINESS 
In the line of sampling the ship’s good 
wines and stores. 
Long before their 
figurative blessing had been bestowed, 
with gracious permission to remain or de­ 
part, the vessel was besieged by swarms of 
native boatmen, who climbed up to the 
deck from their canoes, rafts and dug-outs, 
all jabbering and gesticulating like so 
many lunatics, hoping to earn some honest 
pennies by conveying freight and passen­ 
gers to shore. 
The aquatic citizens of Ecuador seem 
quite as much at home in the winter as 
out of it, and the business of boatmen ap­ 
pears to be the most lucrative that can 
be engaged in. So far as clothes are con­ 
cerned, they are about as nearly “in a state 
of nature” as any humans we ever came 
across—the best dressed among them wear­ 
ing nothing more than a straw hat, a 
greasy string, with a blessed medal or 
cliarm attached, the latter about three 
inches square, resting on the breast like a 
small lung protector or porous plaster, and 
a scanty pair of bathing trunks, as much 
resembling trousers as the breech-clout of 
a cannibai. Among the Spanish and In­ 
dian rabble we noticed a few Chinamen 
and Italians and a good many negroes, 
who have probably drifted down here 
from the mosquito coast or Jamaica. Most 
of them have managed to pick up a few 
words of English, which they fling in our 
faces regardless of context, evidently con­ 
sidering that accomplishment the most 
powerful of recommendations. 
Thus 
among the jargon of strange tongues could 
be plainly distinguished the words “All 
right,” “Me Americano,” “How do?” etc., 


Brotherly Love.” 
The Guavas river at this point looks 
much like the Mississippi in the neighbor­ 
hood of New Orleans. \Ve were surprised 
to find a regular water market stretching 
all along the edge of the town, where 
lioats laden with all manuer of produce 
were drawn up closely as possible, while 
the owners stood on shore shouting the 
merits of their respective wares. All the 
city’s provisions, raised in outlying gar­ 
dens and plantations, are brought down 
the river on balsas, rafts, and thus exposed 
for sale. There were vegetables of all de­ 
scriptions, fish whose like we had never 
seen before, from snaky eels to enormous 
cow-bass, sold in slices; poultry which kept 
up a vigorous cackling in their cane 
cages; and all varieties of tropical fruits 


yelled triumphantly with all the power 
of healthy lungs. 
But don’t be taken in by promises of 
faithfulness and dispatch from any of them 
or by the exceedingly small sum for which 
they tender their services. Math this 
class of Ecuadorians “dispatch 
means 
their own convenience—every duty to be 
put off’as long as the most fertile imagina­ 
tion can find excuse for delay, particularly 
if it has been paid for iu advance; “faith­ 
fulness” consists in sticking to one cus­ 
tomer until a better can be found, when 
the former is incontinently left in the 
lurch; and although they may charge not 
more than ten cents for the short row to 
shore, are likely to demand as many dol­ 
lars for the return passage. Tlie only way 
is to make a solemn bargain in presence of 
the ship’s officers for the round trip, it be­ 
ing distinctly understood that not a cent 
will he forthcoming until you are safely 
back again on deck. 
Our party selected a sable Sambo, who 
towereu head and shoulders al>ove his fel­ 
lows and swung a pair of fists like well- 
cured hams, and engaged him for the day 
in the dual capacity of C'haron and cicerone 
—not on account of his beauty (he was 
about tne most unprepossessing specimen 
I ever beheld), hut because iie declared 
himself 
A GENUINE PHILADELPHIAN, 
A direct imiiortation from the “City of 


perfuming the air, in spite of the reeking 
odors of their venders and the vicinage. 
Most noticeable of all were the pineapples, 
for which Ecuador is particularly famous 
as producing the liest in the world—some 
of them large as an ordinary water bucket, 
white as snow inside aud sweet as honey. 
No sooner had we lauded in the midst of 
this Babel than the din of voices swelled 
to a roar, and we were beset by porters, 
donkey-Loys. cocheros, beggars and produee- 
venders, male and female, each clamorous 
for money in return for some commodity, 
or service real or imaginary. Oae made a 
dash at my hand-bag, another seized an 
umbrella, and a third actually ran off’with 
the only child of the party. Thanks to 
the sledge-hammer arms of’ the stalwart 
Sambo we were not divided piecemeal 
among the populace, hut the latter were 
speedily dispersed aud our belongings re­ 
collected. 
A narrow-gauge trami-ia or horse-car line 
runs from the landing to the outskirts of 
the town, a distance of nearly three miles; 
and upon its cars all the products of the 
adjacent plantations that are not brought 
down in boats for the cilv's daily use are 
conveyed to the dock and thence by 
lighters to ships in the harbor. The pas­ 
senger cars (of United States make) have 
a queer little winding stairway leading 
from the rear platform to the top, where 
two seats, placed back to back, extend 
from end to end. The outside fare is sec­ 
ond-class in price, aud no Ecuadorian with 
any pretensions to social standing could he 
induced to avail himself of it. 
Tho«e 
outer seats, however, are infinitely prefer­ 
able both for observation and fresh air to 
the stuffy interior; and at the peril of 
losing caste entirely we clambered to the 
summit and made our debut in the dustv 
streets of Guayaquil among 
“ lo s POBREs.” 
By the way, the name of the town and 
gulf is pronounced as if spelled Y-ah-keel, 
and of the river as Y-as, the former ac­ 
cented on the fiual syllable, the latter on 
the first. The ancient name of the citv 
was Culenta ; and it was rechristened by 
the Spaniards Santiago de Guayaquil, first 
because the conquest of the province was 
finished on the 25th day of July (the day 
of St. James, or in Spanish Santiago)—and 
secondly after the Inco Guayas, a feuda­ 
tory cacique of the great Atahuallpa. 
Culenta was captured by one of Pizarro’s 
Lieutenants, in the vear 1-53-5, and re­ 
ceived its charter under tlie new name 
from Carlos V. 
The city has a present population of 
40,000 or thereabouts. The streets are 
comparatively straight, most of them cross­ 
ing each other at right angles. A few are 
crooked and narrow, lined with the most 
squallid of hovels, and abounding in vile 
smells beside which far-famed cologne is 
like “Arabv the blest,” There is not the 
slightest attempt at sewerage in-Guayaquil, 
and enough filth lies loose about its streets 
every day to breed a jiestilence that would 
depopulate the largest of our Northern 
cities. But though only two degrees re­ 
moved from the equator and ou a level 
with the sea, Guayaquil is reckoned 
among the most salubrious of South Amer­ 
ican cities—barring occasional brief epi­ 
demics of cholera, yellow fever aud small­ 
pox, indigenous to these localities, confi­ 
dently expected as flies in mid-summer 
and almost ai little feared. 
That there is any degree of Iiealthfulness 
is largely due to the buzzards, those useful 
and industrious scavenger-lnrds that 
blacken every roof and refuse-heap. whose 
lives are protected by law, a heavy fine 
being the penalty for killing one of them : 
and to the fact that the adjacent gulf has 
a tide of twenty feet, the great flow of 
water in and out every day preventing im­ 
purities from collecting. The temperature 
hereabouts seldom rises aixive 95°, and 
always after 2 o’clock p . m . it grows pleas­ 
ant as a New England morning in..June, 
owing to a landward breeze called chandenj 
which blows directly over the ice-capjied 
Andes, bringing health and cooling to the 
coast that would otherwise be almost unin­ 
habitable. 
Though a full century behind the times, 
Guayaquil is the only place in Ecuador 
in which any degree of modern civilization 
exists, yet its limited march of progress is 
not at all due to Ecuadorians. Its street­ 
car line was projected and built by 
CITIZENS OF T1IE UNITED STATES, 
As were also its gas works, factories and 
most other improvements. An American 
company owns and controls a line of pad­ 
dle-wheel steamers on the Rio Guavas, 
which were constructed in Baltimore; and 
the only gunboat in possession of the Gov­ 
ernment is a worn-out merchant-ship now 
covered with corrugated iron, which years 
ago plied between New York and Norfolk. 
Even the custom-house, by all odds the 
largest and handsomest structure in the 
section, was built by a New Yorker, of 
pine from the forests of Maine and corru­ 
gated iron from Pennsylvania. 
Though the old town has been the one 
market for more than five hundred miles 
of sea coast for three centuries and a half, 
it is to-day nearly destitute of native capi­ 
tal, most of its merchants being foreign­ 
ers. Its commerce would doubtless be 
much greater were it not for the alarming 
frequency of earthquakes. Though the 
sea coast is somewhat removed from the 
great center of disturbance, and Ecuador 
has perhaps suffered fewer shakings-up 
than Peru and Chile, yet all this Andean 
country is tlie paradise of earthquakes, 
and Guayaquil has lieen several times de­ 
stroyed by them. 
The most princely mansions in Guaya­ 
quil, even the grand Cathedral, the Gov­ 
ernor’s palace and the City Hall, are hol­ 
low squares of wood and adobe, plastered 
inside and out, and roofed with red tiles; 
while by far the greater number are straw- 
thatched skeletons of bamboo and dried 
mud, with no windows and often without 
doors, the hare earth serving for flooring. 
Very properly in this climate, the edifices 
are constructed not only with a view to 
withstand earthquake «hocks, but to ad­ 
mit air, instead of excluding it. Some of 
the liest houses have a face of unplaned 
beards, sawed by hand and placed upright, 
giving them all the dignity of brown 
stone fronts on Murray Hill. 'Others are 
made by planting tree-trunks, previously 
hewn square, five feet deep in the clayev 
soil, with horizontal timbers framed be 
tween for the support of the floors, and 
split bamboo nailed on for siding, as we 
pot on lath. The sides are then daubed 
with mud; and when it is thoroughlv 
dried, the fronts are elaborately stuccoed, 
and afterwards repeated coat's of white 
paint add the marble-like appearance that 
misled us from a distance. 
THE POORER CASAS 
Are like King Solomon s temple, in one 
particular only, that in them the sound of 
the hammer was never heard, for not a 
nail do they contain, their bamboo frame­ 
work having been tied together with 
withes, and the lattice-like foundation for 
the thatch of dried grass being held fast 
in the same manuer. In these airy man­ 
sions the reed partitions meet none of the 
demands of privacy, and windows would 
be superfluous. Fortunately it never raius 
along this coast, for ou# * hearty tropic 
shower would disintegrate the whole city. 
The most violent earthquake has little ef­ 
fect tqion this style of architecture, and if 
a fewjhouses are tumbled down bow and 
then it does not cost much to rebuild them. 
Conflagrations are more serious matters, 
as there is no sort of water works or fire 
department, and a biaze, once started, 
sweeps the city clean. Luckily the do­ 
mestic arrangements of the people require 
little fire, the cuisine being conducted over 
a pile of sticks lighted out of doors, or a 
small'tharcoal pot, or at best a sort of altar 
made of adolie. 
Some of these bamboo houses are fur­ 
nished with real elegance—carpets, hang­ 
ings and upholstered couelfts from England, 
pianos and harps from Germany, and orna­ 
ments from France, Spaint or italy. The 
greatest danger to the town is from the 
torch of the revolutionist, before which it 


would burn like tinder; and as revolts are 
of frequent occurrence, owing to the 
public sentiment between the 
diviifreou 
idea 
Liberal and the Papal element, the people 
live in perpetual apprehension. Over the 
entrance to many of the better houses are 
large squares of tin, painted to represent 
the flag of the country from which the 
owner hails, and a printed notice to incendi­ 
aries or revolutionary looters, like the fol­ 
lowing: “The proprietor of this-house isa 
citizen of Great Britain,” or of Germane. 
France, the I'nited States, as the case mav 
be; the robber or torch-bearer lieing ex­ 
pected to stand in wholesome awe of that 
foreign Government, and to believe in the 
length aud strength of its protecting arm. 
There is a commercial house whose tin 
flag announces iu glaring letters that the 
owner thereof is a faithful subject of her 
Majesty, Queen Victoria, and also add- 
that the inmates are prepared to shoot 
thieves on their own account, reminding 
one of the 
DOUBLE-BARRELED WARNING 
VY inch the good deacon posted over his 
melon-patch, viz: “Boys, don't t ueh these 
melons. They are green—and God sees 
you.” 
During the greater portion of the year 
the President of the republic does not live 
in his palace at Quito, the capital, but here 
in Guayaquil in gloomy barracks, sur­ 
rounded by bare-footed soldier-, where he 
cau keep an eye on the customs whence 
his revenue is derived, aud find easy escape 
should some rival get up a revolution 
strong enough to qu«t him. Armed revolts 
are epidemic iu Ecuador, especially in the 
interior, where the people of the higher 
altitudes are more patriotic and energetic. 
But the contagion seldom spreads to this 
point—whether because the Guayaquilians 
are lietter satisfied with the existing order 
of things, or the excessive heat disinclines 
them to the exertion of “revolnting,” or 
that they are weary of fighting and glad of 
peace on any terms, having suffered so 
much in the past from pirates and bucca­ 
neers aud wars innumerable—I am unable 
to say. Certain it is that a tumble-down 
fortress overlooking the town, the funny 
little gunboat in the harbor, and a handful 
of hungry-lookiug soldiers, serve to keep 
the ease-loving people of the vicinage in 
perfect subjection. 
W hile the citizens of the interior are 
intensely loyal to the church party, those 
nearer the coast, where some knowledge of 
the world has penetrated, are more in­ 
clined to Liberalism; and it is said that 
the President at heart favors the former, 
although elected and kept iu office by the 
latter party. 
The city supports two newspapers named 
respectively Los Andes and La Patria. 
They are generally issued at least ten days 
behind date, or whenever it happens to 
suit the convenience of the editors, for in 
this Acadia nobody troubles himself much 
about the doings of the outtr world. 
Every night the principal streets are pa­ 
trolled by watchmen, and the cry they 
send forth to mark the hours is as musical 
a« that of the Muezzin in Constantinople. 
For example at midnight they sing out: 
“Are Maria Purissima.' Los doce hail dodo. 
Voche claro y sereno. 
I7ro la Patria!" 
“Twelve o’clock has come. The night is 
clear and serene. Long live patriotism.”

N A counting tlie hundreds and thousands 
of companies that have organized to pros­ 
pect, bore wells, strike water and quit bus­ 
iness, the total capitalization in the name 
of natural gas in this country exceeds 
8100,000,000. Recent as has been the great 
uses of natural gas, it has been known 
for many years. For example, Fredonia, 
N. y., has been using it for half a century. 
General George Washington, the father of 
our country, was the first well-known 
owner of natural gas stock, lie having, 
while engaged in a salt well enterprise, 
purchased the burning springs in tlie Kan­ 
awha vallev of Virginia!

“Once upon a time” a little fishing vil­ 
lage stood on one of Ireland's wooded 
hills. The Irish people of that time called 
it “Drotn Col Coille,” or the “Hill of the 
Hazel Woods.” The river Liffey ran 
along the hill’s northern side, and on ac­ 
count of the wicker-work hurdles put up 
hy the fishermen the town finally got tobe 
called the "Town of the Ford of Hurdles.” 
One thing and another led to further ad­ 
ditions, and in a succeeding generation it 
became “Ballyath Cliath Dubh Linne,” 
meaning the “Town of the Ford of the 
Hurdles and the Black River.” The long* 
winded title was in due season made a sub­ 
ject of reformation, the result being a mod­ 
ification to “Dubh Linne.” A couple of 
centuries after this Ptolemy referred to 
the village as “Ehlana,” the Latin for 
Dublin, and as Dublin it has been known 
ever since. In St. Patrick’s biography it 
is told that lie foretold Dublin’s future im­ 
portance. He was traveling through the 
country, and ascending a hill a mile or so 
away broke out with the prophecy that 
“that village will hereafter be an eminent 
city. It shall increase until at length it 
shall be lifted up unto the throne of the 
kingdom.” 
In the ninth century-the Danes sailed 
up the Litley and named the north bank 
“Fingal,” or the “Land of the W hite 
Stranger.” 
The south bank was later 
called by a party of Ostman “Dubgal,” the 
“Lind of the Black Stranger.” 
The 
Danes held the territory until 1014, when 
Brian Borti defeated them on the Plains 
of Clontarf, but was killed himself. Then 
the Ostmen became subjects of Dublin and 
paid tribute. 
Ireland was now divided 
into five kingdoms—Leinster, Connaught, 
Ulster, Munster and Meath, and in the 
middle of the twelfth century the two 
most formidable ot the five sovereigns 
were Dermot M icmurragh, King of Lein­ 
ster, and Roderick O'Connor, King of 
Connaught. It was a subject of conten­ 
tion which of these sovereigns had the 
strongest claim to be recognized as the su­ 
preme Dictator of Ireland, and constant 
wars were waged, with a view of having 
supremacy in this respect decided. In the 
midst of these 'conflicts King Dermot 
immersed himself in a well-nigh insur­ 
mountable trouble by running away with 
the wife of O’Rorke, Prince of Breii’ui, 
and daughter of the King of Meath. The 
disconsolate O’Rorke hastened to the 
stronghold of Roderick O’Connor, Der- 
mot’s greatest rival, and having enlisted 
his sympathies, an army from Connaught 
marched upon Leinster to annihilate the 
amorous King. 
Dermot, finding himself powerless to 
resist, sailed to France and allied himself 
with Henry II., but not receiving the aid 
wished, appealed to Wales. From the lat­ 
ter country came a penniless soldier, the 
Earl of Pembroke’s son Richard, better 
known by his surname of Strongbow. 
W ithin two years the forces of Dermot and 
Strongbow completed the conquest of the 
entire east of Ireland, capturing Dublin. 
Jealous of the success of his knights, 
Henry II. hastened to inform them that 
the time was now come when lie should 
himself assume the sovereignty. Accord­ 
ingly he set sail in 1172 from Milford Ha­ 
ven with 4,000 men, and landed at W ater­ 
ford. No hostile force opposed him, and 
during the whole of journey to Dublin he 
was received by chieftains desirous of do­ 
ing him homage. After entering the Cap­ 
ital he caused an immense wickerwork pa­ 
vilion to be raised, and beueath its regal 
canopy all the great Irish nobles of the 
time took oath of allegiance. 
Hugh de Lacey was the first Viceroy who 
ruled Ireland from Dublin. De Lacey was 
succeeded by John, son of King Henry, 
who, iu 1177, was declared Lord of Ireland. 
He arrived in Dublin with a train of vouDg 
nobles, all of whom were so disgusted at 
finding no royal residence prepared for 
them, that John, when elevated to the 
English throne, was easily induced to make 
a graut for an English Castle in Dublin. 
Henry VIII., when Duke of York, was 
possessed of the nominal title of Lord Lieu­ 
tenant, but the duties of the office were in­ 
trusted by him to Sir Edward Poynings, 
the author of Poynings’ law, which re­ 
stricted legislation in the Irish Parlia­ 
ment to measures that had first been ap­ 
proved of in England. Henry V III. sup­ 
pressed, among many other monasteries in 
Ireland, that of All-Hallows, which was 
founded by Dermot, King of Leinster, on 
what is now the site of Trinity College. 
Parliament, during the reign of this mon­ 
arch, was held in the city of Dublin, in 
St. Mary’s Abbey, where now stands the 
Four Courts. 
In return for the valor of the citizens 
of Dublin in putting down what was 
really a revolt of the Lord Deputy him­ 
self against established authority, Henry 
gave them the lands of All-Hallows; and 
Queen Elizabeth, when she ascended the 
throne, solidified and enhanced the gift 
of her father by founding on the same 
ground the University of Dublin. 
James I. had a passion for improving 
Ireland. One of the longest and now bus­ 
iest streets of the Capital, James street, 
was founded during his reitm. In 1013 a 
Parliament was held in Dublin, the first 
after a lapse of seven and twenty years, 
and there was a protracted struggle between 
the Catholics and the Protestants as to 
the election of Speaker. A Protestant 
having been elected, the Catholic partv 
seceded from the Commons, and the bitter­ 
ness engendered by this quarrel being en­ 
couraged by the successful attempts of the 
Scottish nation to obtain the freedom of 
their religion, led to the general and terri­ 
ble revolution in Ireland of 1*541. 
After the restoration of Charles II. the 
Duke of Ormond was Lord Lieutenant, 
and then may be said to have sprung into 
existence those scenes of gayety and splen­ 
dor which have beeu the theme of many a 
story of the Irish metropolis. It was, 
however, when James II. was on the 
throne that the festivities in Dublin burst 
into their effulgence, for the then Queen of 
Beauty, the Duchess of Tyrconuell—nee 
Jennings—reigned at the “Castle” as Lady 
Lieutenant, surrounded by the most lieau- 
tiful daughters of the Emerald Isle. The 
King himself came to Dublin from Kinsale 
in 16SS, with his vast army of French and 
English soldiers. He came, however, as a 
fugitive, and, although he had time to 
hold a Parliament, he had speedily set off 
for the northern cities, where the people, 
with all possible zeal, were declaring for 
the Prince of Orange. William, of Pious 
memory, landed at Carrickfergus on June 
14, 1CV*0, with an army of 36,000 men. 
chiefly Dutch troops. Nearly all of the 
North sided with him, and in less than 
three weeks he challenged King James 
face to face on the banks of the River 
Boyne, about thirty miles from the capital. 
After the battle, which decided the fate 
of the Stuart dynasty, Jame- made the 
best of his way to Dublin Castle, where he 
slept one night before sailing for Brest. A 
few days afterward AVilliam himself came 
to Dublin, where, iu St. Patrick’s Ca­ 
thedral. a splendid service of thanksgiv­ 
ing for the victory of the Boyne was cele­ 
brated with all befitting pomp anil circum­ 
stance. After the misery and depression 
of the rebellion of 1641, and the late war 
between James and William, came the 
penal statutes, the object of which was to 
bar the estates which repeated confisca­ 
tions had given the Anglo-Protestant col­ 
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in Chichester House, which stood on what 
was afterward the site of the Houses of 
Parliament, and it was within this build­ 
ing the struggle for the legislative inde­ 
pendence of Ireland began. 
The first meeting in the new Houses of 
Parliament, College Green, was held on the 
5th of October, 1731, and the union of 
Ireland with Great Britain in 1800 beheld 
the Speaker, Foster, bursting into tears as 
he declared that the “ayes” had it. W ith 
that official declaration the Irish Parlia­ 
ment ceased to exist on the 1st of Janu­ 
ary) 1801; the Imperial ensign was for the 
first time displayed from the Bedford 
Tower of the ¡castle, signifying the ratifi­ 
cation of the union. 
The city, which before the Anglo-Nor­ 
man invasion was confined to the neigh- 
hood of the Castle Hill, and was little 
more than a mile in circumference, had at 
the time of the union so much increased in 
size that the diameter from east to west or 
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north to south was three miles, and the 
circumference nine. In Elizabeth’s time 
houses began to be built of wood, and 
bridges were thrown across the Liney; but 
it was in the interval between the revolu­ 
tion and the union that the size, wealth 
and splendor of Dublin received so extra­ 
ordinary an impetus. 
Dublin Castle, of which much has been 
written, was not until Queen Elizabeth’s 
time a residence of the Viceroys. Little 
of the original structure now remains. It 
was enteral on the west from Castle street 
by a draw-briuge placed between two 
strong round towers, pruteeted by a port­ 
cullis. These towers were taken down in 
1750 and 1706 respectively. From the 
western gate a strong, high, cnrtain wall 
extended parallel to Castle street up to the 
Cork Tower, thence to the Birmingham 
Tower, fit ¿i which it was continued to the 
Wardrobe Tower, and so on to the Store 
House Tower, that stood near Dime’sGate. 
Here was the treasury and a mill to sup­ 
ply the troops with food in the event of a 
-iege, and here were jh-isonsand dungeons. 
The archives of the country were deposited 
here, and Parliaments were occasionally 
held, and the law Courts had their sittings 
iu it. In 1462 the castle was “ruinous aud 
like to fall, to the great dishonor of the 
King.” 
From time to time the castle underwent 
various changes. The present entrance to 
the upper castle yard replaced the eastern 
gate tower, which was removed for the 
purpose. The old Birmingham Tower, 
having been shattered bv an explosion of 
gunpowder, was taken down in 1775, and 
one can to-day scarcely trace the outlines 
of the old Anglo-Norman building. 
But the pride of the Dubliner 
Patrick’s Hail, with its gorgeous blazonry 
and fine proportions, being '2 feet long, 
41 feet wide, and 38 feet high. Here 
mimic royalty holds its state, and levees, 
drawing-rooms, and balls, take piace for 
the deleetatiou of the citizens and the 
benefit of the trades-people. 
On the site of Cork House, Lucas’ coffee 
house, and the Church of Sainte Marie 
del Dam, was erected the Royal Exchange, 
now known as the City Hall, facing Par­ 
liament street. It is in the Corinthian or­ 
der, 100 feet square, with four fronts. The 
north, or principal front, which faces Par: 
liament street, has a portico of six col­ 
umns and pilasters supporting a decorated 
pediment. In the hall, supported by a 
noble dome, are Chantrey’s statue of 
Grattan, aud Hogan’s statue of O’Connell. 
The building is used by the Municipal 
Council. The water supply, from the 
river Vartry, in the lovely Wicklow Hills, 
is one of the purest in the world, and the 
engineering triumphs, in carrying it twen­ 
ty-eight miles to the city, are numerous. 
Along DameVtreet, passing the Chamber 
of Commerce at the left, is the Palladium 
of the Irish jieople, the Place de la Con­ 
corde of Dublin, Co’lege Green. This his­ 
torical spot has many great memories, and 
many grand memorials. Burke and Gold­ 
smith look down the avenue of Dame 
street from Trinity College, and facing 
them, with uplifted’ arm, in the center of 
the Green, stands Grattan, in the act of 
uttering the memorable words, “Esto per- 
jktua.” A few rods further on, in the di­ 
rection of the castle, is the equestrian fig­ 
ure of King William. 
Over 250 years ago. when College Green 
was an eastern suburb of Dublin, there 
stood on its northern side a large mansion 
huuse, with a gate house, a garden and 
plantations, which was purchased by sfir 
Arthur Chichester, ami thence called 
“Chichester House,” where he resided 
while Lord Deputy, till 1615, after which 
it passed to Sir John Borlase. Here, in 
1661, the first Parliament after the Re­ 
storation was held, and in the twenty-fifth 
year of Charles II. this mansion was taken 
by the crown for the Parliament of Ire­ 
land. Chichester House having fallen into 
disrepair at the beginning of the last cen­ 
tury, it became so dangerous that in 1728 
it was resolved to build a new House of 
Parliament on its site, and a sum of £6,WO, 
or $30,000, was voted toward it. The first 
stone of the building was laid in 1728-20 
with great ceremony, and the whole edifice 
was completed in 1739, at a cost of 
over £100,000, or $500,000. The building 
holds its place as one of the chastest and 
most elegant structures in the Empire. 
This magnificent erection, which once 
formed the Irish Houses of Parliament, 
naturally awakens in the breasts of Irish­ 
men a deep and abiding interest. It was 
within these walls that rapt audiences for 
more than half a century listened to the 
orations of Fitzgibbon, Hely-IIutchinson, 
Grattan, Flood, Curran, and other dis­ 
tinguished otators and lawyers. 
It was 
here, in 1782, that the independence of 
the Irish nation was declared. 
Frouting College Green is Trinity Col­ 
lege. Over and over again the English 
and Irish Parliaments have voted “Old 
Trinity” magnificent grants in money and 
estates. King Charles, on his testoration, 
gave her all the land in thesouthern coun­ 
ties forfeited by disloyal tenants. King 
AVilliam, in commemoration of the battle 
of the Boyne, endowed her library, and 
Queen Anne gave £5,000 to build a new 
one, and Dr. Baldwin, a Fellow, be­ 
queathed her 680,000, or about $400,000. 
W ithin the college boundaries are four 
quadrangles, which extend backward for 
more than a quarter of a mile. All of 
these contain lofty stone residences. Be­ 
hind these, extending another quarter of 
a mile, is the College Park. In the center 
of the two front quadrangles is a camp­ 
anile, whose bells correspond with the 
boom of those of St. Paul’s, London. 
Three picturesque structures—the Din­ 
ing Hall, the Examination Hall and the 
Chapel (the two last named being in the 
Corinthian style)—occupy positions in the 
Campanile Square, and here is the Library, 
supported bv a long Italian piazza. The 
collation of books is of the highest value. 
The rarest curiosities are: A gigantic map 
ol Ireland, containing 1,500 sheets, ad­ 
mitted to be one of the greatest geograph­ 
ical achievements of the world; the “Book 
of Kells,” beautifully illuminated by Irish 
monks of the earliest times; the “Book of 
Armagh” and the “Antiquities of Mexico,” 
a work which cost the editor. Lord Kings- 
borough, £30,000, or $150,000, to prepare. 
The Chapel and Examination Hall con­ 
tain a series of valuable portraits of found­ 
ers and alumni. Outside the main build­ 
ing is a mausiou known as the Provost’s 
House, and the residence of that function­ 
ary. The collections of paintings include 
works by Guido, Gainsborough and Lau­ 
rence. 
Grafton street, one of the truwt fashion­ 
able thoroughfares of the Irish metropolis, 
leads to the south from College Green ; 
AVestmorelaud street, to the north, tap­ 
ping O'Connell bridge acgoss the river 
Lifiey, and Saekville street, one of the 
finest streets in the world. 
On St. Stephen’s Green, a )<eople's park, 
a square mile in extent, are the handsome 
buildings of the Catholic University, the

sa_” street, is the Mansion House, the 
official residence of the Lord Mayor, a 
fine old-fashioned house with a superbly 
oak-paneled hall and a dining-room and a 
magnificent ball-room. 
Here the hos­ 
pitable Lord Mayors feed their brethren 
of the Municipal Council and “hop” the 
grav-eyed daughters of Erin. 
Dublin proudly boasts of three cathe­ 
drals—St. Patrick’s (the National Cathe­ 
dral of Ireland), Christ Church and the 
Roman Catholic Cathedral. In the fifth 
century the native converts to Christianity 
built a church, which they dedicated to 
St. Patrick, and where there is a tradition 
that the Saint himself preached. Tiie 
Archbishop of Dublin, John Comyn, in 
1190 built a parish church, which was also 
dedicated to the great missionary. It was 
then raised by a Papal bull to the dignity 
of a Sacred College. In the time of 
Ilenry V III. a court of law sat here, and 
a university was established in it, which 
continued till the founding of Trinity 
College. In 1632 the cathedral was burnt 
down and rebuilt by Archbishop Minot. 
1660 twelve Bishops were here consecrated 
“in a bunch,” one of them being Jeremy 
Taylor. 
When William III. came to 
Dublin, after his victory at the Boyne, he 
went with his army to St. Patrick's, to re­ 
turn thanks for his victory. The grand 
old cathedral had fallen sadly into the 
sere and yellow leaf, when Benjamin Lee 
Guinness, a Dublin brewer, came to the 
rescue and restored it at a cost of £150,­ 
000, or 8780,000, in return for which he 
subsequently received a baronetcy. Dean 
Swift’s monument is iu the south nave. 
It was in 1038 that the erection of Christ i 
Church Cathedral was ordered, and in 1876 
that it was restored by Mr. Roe, a distiller 
at a coft of £200,000,'or §1,000,000. The 
tradition- of this fabric are full of inter­ 
est. A Parliament was held v.ithin its 
walls by Henry A'l. in 1450, and it was 
here that Lambert Simnel, the impostor, 
was crowned as King in 1-1-7. the crown 
used on the occasion being borrowed from 
a statue of the Blessed Virgin, in the 
neighboring church on Cork hill. It is 
believed that the bodies of Strongbow, 
Earl of Pembroke aud his wife, Eva, 
daughter of Dermot, King of Leinster, are 
interred here. Strongbow’s tomb is an/ib- 
ject of great interest. The monument con­ 
sists of a square pedestal, on the top of 
which lies the form of a warrior in chain 
armor, with legs crossed, Crusader fashion. 
It was iu Christ Church that the liturgy 
of the Reformation was first read in Ire­ 
land in the English tongue. 
The Roman Catholic pro-C’athedral is 
_ 
in Marlborough street. It is built in the 
is St. ; Grecian style of architecture, and in this 
ca~e contributes all the charaeteri-tics of 
sublimity of conception, beauty and sym­ 
metry ot proportion, aud the reverential 
solemnity of air which harmonizes with 
the mystic functions of religion. The 
cathedral consists of a lengthened nave 
and side aisles, divided by stately rows of 
massive Doric columns, supporting an 
architrave and entablature, and an arched 
ceiling. The building cost £50.000, or 
§250,000. It was dedicated and opened for 
worship on the 14th of Novemer, 1825, by 
Archbishop Murray. The dedication ser­ 
mon was preached ’ by the Bossuet of the 
age, James Doyle, Bishop of Kildare and 
Leighlin, Daniel O'Connell and Richard 
Lalor Shiel being amongst the congrega­ 
tion. The functions, at which the Lord 
Cardinal presides, are as grand as they are 
impres-ive. 
A very old church is that of St. Mich- 
ans, which dates from 1095. The vaults 
beneath the edifice are the marvels of the 
age, possessing antiseptic qualities of such 
effectiveness that about a score of bodies, 
interred centuries ago, are preserved so re­ 
markably that the form and features of 
life are easily distinguishable. The skin 
in most cases is intact, the teeth have not 
fallen from their places, and iu some in­ 
stances ribbons, stockings and other por­ 
tions of adornments and coverings of the 
corpses, still envelop the perfect, though 
discolored, heads and limbs, as though 
moth and dust and worms did not exist. 
Along the north quays is the Four 
Courts, the greenish dome suggesting an 
Eastern mosque. The Four Courts were 
completed in the vear of the Union at a 
cost of §1,000,000. The “Hall,” daring 
term time, is the scene of the busiest ex­ 
citement—barristers, in wigs and gowns, 
solicitors and their clients, all engaged in 
solemn conferences, in detached gi%ups, 
beneath the great dome. The various 
Courts—Chancery, Exchequer, Nisi Prius, 
etc.—give off the hall. 
From the Four Courts along the quays 
come the Royal Barracks, Guinness’ im­ 
mense brewery on the hill to the left, with 
Madame Stevens’ Hospital and the King’s 
Bridge terminus in the middle foreground. 
Turning up Park street the celebrated 
Pho-nix Park is reached, its lordly elms 
crowning the somewhat steep ascent. The 
Phoenix is the fairest and grandest of all 
inclosures of the kind in the British Is­ 
lands. It lies to the west of the city, and 
covers the immense space of 1,753 acres. A 
superb view of the Dublin Mountains is 
obtained from here, from the “Three 
Rocks” to “Montpelier,” with its haunted 
castle. 
The Viceregal Lodge, with a facade re­ 
sembling the United States AVhite House, 
is the summer residence of the A'iceroy, 
and with its gardens, cricket-ground, etc., 
covers 160 acres. A few hundred yards to 
the west is the residence of the Chief Sec­ 
retary for Ireland, and to the south that 
of the Under Secretary. It was while pro­ 
ceeding to their respective lodges that 
Lord Cavendish and Mr. Burke were 
assassinated by the Invincibles. The W el­ 
lington Memorial, an obelisk of granite, 
nicknamed by O’Connell “the overgrown 
milestone,” is so lofty as to be visible from 
many parts of the city. It was erected to 
commemorate the victories of the most 
illustrious soldier that Ireland ever pro­ 
duced. In the People’s Garden is a statue 
of Lord Carlisle. The Zoological Gardens 
are in the I’henix, also the headquarters 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary. The 
celebrated Fifteen Acres, where so many 
duels were fought iu ex-Union days, are 
now used for the purpose of military re­ 
views and cricketers, the turf being as 
even as the bed of a billiard table, 
At Glasnevin are the Botanical Gardens 
and the Roman Catholic Cemetery, with 
its tomb of O’Connell; also the College of 
Science, in Stephen’s Green ; the Royal 
Hibernian Academy, in Dawson street; 
the Royal Dublin Society, in Kildare 
street, and the National Gallery, Kings­ 
town, too, should be taken in, from the 
piers of which a view of Dublin’s bay, 


CHEATING UNCLE SAM. 
A New Device of Picture Dealers to t*ve 
Customs Duties. 
I have learned lately of a new dtvice 
to deceive the Custom House authorities 
says a writer in the New York SturJ To 
what extent it has been worked I dot not 
know. The scheme is this: The American 
purchaser of a foreign picture of value 
sends it to an artist in Paris—one gener­ 
ally who is under some pecuniary obliga­ 
tion to him and who cannot refuse the 
service—has him cover it with “size”—a 
size made with common flour paste ;*ob- 
ablv would I-e sufficient—and then has him 
paint upon this new “sized” surface a more 
or less indifferent picture. This, if? the 
artist is an American, may be passed 
through the Custom House free of duty 
upon Con-ular certificate. I am fold, 
however, that the in. -t popular thing k to 
have a copy of some well-known picture 
painted on the sized surface. Tins may­ 
be brought in at a very low valuation ss a 
“cony.” After it comes into the possesfcpn 
of the owner in America it is a eotiqifa- 
tively easy matter to remove the outs.de 
picture and the size, when the original 
masterpiece shines out in all its splendfrfir 
mare attractive than ever to the owner 
because it has cost him no duty. 
Eui isn't it pos-ible to detect 
“done up” in this way ? 
No, it is almost impossi ale. The outside 
picture i- apparently honest. There is 
nothing about it to attract suspicion. If 
the Custom House authorities undertook 
to apply tests and should ruin some honest 
picture by mistake, it might be a very ser­ 
ious matter for them. Tiie fact is, the 
practical smuggling of important pictures 
can only be provided against in the same 
manner that the smuggling of diamonds is 
j rendered aim st impossible. The L'aited 
States must have agents alert enough to 
know what is purchased abroad and by 
whom. Then it must h3ve officials here 
who are sufficiently interested in their 
business to look after and take note 
of prominent foreign pictures which have 
no Custom-house record. 
Every foreign 
picture brought into this country ought to 
bear a Custom-house stamp, to prove hav­ 
ing paid duty, and a number for future 
identification. When the practice of fraud 
could be shown, adequate penalties should 
be inflicted, and there also should be some 
supervision over the Custom-house author­ 
ities, some ot whom sometimes have 
seemed inclined to favor some importers 
more than others.

THE UN-AMERICAN SPIRIT. 


The Cleveland Leader has been making 
a study of the issue in Wisconsin between 
the foreign element and the supporters of 
the Bennett law. 
The reason for the law, 
. it discovers, is found in the fact that the 
teaching of English in the 
parochial 
schools is very indifferent. 
Indeed, it is 
often in the hands of teachers who so im- 
[►erfeetly understand the tongue that the 
teaching has become farcical. 
This must 
always be the case where English is taught 
as a foreign tongue. 
As a m atter of fact, 
say the people of Wisconsin, the L uther­ 
ans have been friendly to the public 
school system, have voted for it and an­ 
nounced by their word and action that 
they believe in it, and they never have, 
as have the Catholics, demanded a share 
or division of the school funds. 
They 
have been led into a grave mistake in this 
Wisconsin m atter by the cunning devices 
of those who are secretly enemies of the 
school system, and would crush out the 
Lutheran as well as the State schools. 
We are assured that this is the belief 
among the friends of the free school sys­ 
tem in Wisconsin, and that when the 
Lutherans once clearlv understand the 
matter they will cut loos® from their allies 
of the present. 
It is, therefore, as we ex­ 
pected it would turn out to be, the result 
of clannishness. 
The same spirit is mani­ 
fest in every community where there is 
any considerable foreign element. 
The 
false idea seems to have fastened upon it 
that there must be unity among foreigners 
and distinctiveness from Americans of 
native origin. 
This spirit has given birth 
to what the R ecord-U nion has many a 
time declared to be a menace to the Re­ 
public—the formation and maintenance of 
organizations with avowed American pur­ 
poses, but distinguished by foreign titles. 
Thus we have in nearly all important 
campaigns clubs with titles that part in 
the middle, and which may well be termed 
hyphenated clubs. According to our view, 
there is no real place in our system for 
political or other organizations formed to 
influence the political thought of the day 
such as Irish-American,German-American, 
Italian-American, 
British-American 
or 
other societies that prefix American with 
a foreign title. 
Everyone of these organ­ 
izations speak of clannish spirit and class 
distinctions that are really antagonistic to 
the American idea, and whether intended 
to be so or not, do subordinate the thought 
of American citizenship to the foreign 
idea. 
The naturalized citizen ought to be un­ 
willing to be set apart and distinguished 
from the native-born. 
He ought to con­ 
sider such separation as derogatory to his 
social and political standing, and he would 
so hold were it not that the clannish spirit 
is assiduously cultivated by demagogues 
and low-level politicians and is not de­ 
nounced with vigor and fearlessness by 
patriots. 
Suppose, for a moment, that the 
native-born American citizens should or­ 
ganize themselves throughout the country 
into clubs and associations of a political 
and semi-political character, from which 
naturalized citizens were excluded solely 
because they are of a generation not 
native-born. 
Might we not reasonably ex­ 
pect the entire foreign population to rise 
up in honest indignation and 
protest 
against this exclusive action, and to con­ 
sider it as a reflection directly upon the 
trustworthiness of a large body of Ameri­ 
can citizens ? 
How does the organization 
of foreigners differ in principle from the 
situation that we have supposed might 
exist? 
The un-American character and the 
dangerous tendency of these clannish or­ 
ganizations and the spirit born of them is 
illustrated in the opposition to the Bennett 
law. 
That opposition is not, after all, so 
much to the teaching of the English 
tongue as it is to refusal of the law to 
recognize nationalities in the schools. The 
German, Polish and Bohemian Lutherans 
' are willing enough that English shall be 
taught in all schools, but are unwilling 
that the prbcess shall be conducted except 
through 
agencies 
exclusively 
theirs, 
falsely assuming that the American-born 
teacher is not in close sympathy with the 
citizen who was l>orn abroad, and that he 
or she cannot therefore instruct the chil­ 
dren 
of 
the 
foreign-born 
with 
the 
sympathetic interest 
that is 
supposed 
to be felt by imported teachers. 
Another 


illustration of the vicious tendency of the 
clannish spirit, and the danger of encour- 1 
aging it, was given recently by pupils of 
the Lincoln Grammar School in Brookline, 
Mass. 
The most of the boys in the school 
are of Irish parentage but American born. 
The clannish spirit has been cultivated 
among these lads, and they have been 
taught by example and direct instruction 
of priests and false leaders that they are 
not so much Americans as Irish-Ameri- 
cans. 
Recently a society in that city that 
indulges in the folly of parting its name in 
the center and styles itself the British- 
American Association presented an Ameri­ 
can flag to the school authorities to be 
floated over the building. 
Thereupon the 
children of Irish parentage resolved that 
the nag should not be raised, and being 
supported by ill-advised friends, they pro­ 
ceeded to raise a fund to procure a flag on 
thei ■ own account, and succeeded in hav­ 


in g 
that 


b e i n 
was 


he earlier gift declined. 
Eut fearing 
the return would not be made, and 


t led to believe that the oflered flag 
|to be raised on a given day, these 
rebellious youths left the school building 
in a body and proceeded, in the words of 
a graphic local account, “to make Borne 
howjl.” 
This led to the matter being 
dragged Into the issues of a local election, 
and all Brookline was for some weeks torn 
by factions of foreigners, warring over the 
origination of a bit of American bunting» 
The incident is not one of special moment 
but it serve- to illustrate the danger that 
resides in conservation of the foreign- 
Ameriean idea; the evil of the clannish 
spirit that keeps alive sentiments not 
in harmony with the American idea, and 
that are insidiously finding root and -end­ 
ing out trunk and branch in American 
soil. 


T h e people who are so touchy about 
giving our ministers a proper title abroad 
that will present the American N ation in 
a better light among foreign people and 
give our officials greater influence, ought 
to si udv the question a little before they 
condemn the bill introduced to give min- 
iste -s the title of Embassadors in certain 
cases. 
The title in no way chanties the 
character of the office or its incumbent. 
F oriign nations do place a value on the 
distinctions of titles of offices, and we are 
fool sh not to recognize them. 
We spite 
no one but ourselves if we insist upon call­ 
ing our officials by names that abroad de­ 
prive them of ability to advance our inter­ 
ests. 
Mr. Eeid or Mr. Lincoln remain the 
sam» plain American citizens, w hether 
callpd Embassadors or M inisters or na­ 
tional agents, jumping-jaeks or horse auc­ 
tioneers. 
W hat matters it to us what they 
are called, if they do their duty and serve 
us well? 
B ut when abroad it does m atter 
a great deal w hether their power for ¡rood 
to us is lim ited by reason of rules of foreign 
courts th at give first recognition to one 
class of representatives 
and secondary 
recognition to another class. 
Let us not 
be foolish in our democratic stiffness in 
this m atter. 
To call a M inister an Em­ 
bassador does not one w hit tend to the 
creation of an aristocratic class, and the 
people who are so thin-skinned on the sub­ 
ject simply confess their ignorance of the 
conditions th at prevail in foreign nations 
where titles count for something. 
If pat­ 
ents of nobility were involved, or questions 
of titles that would descerní to heirs, or, 
indeed, any titles were in issue th at attach 
in any way whatever to “blue blood,” or to 
an aristocratic class, then there would he 
some occasion for protest. 
But under the 
bill that we hope will pass, John Smith, of 
Podunk, will be John Sm ith still, whether, 
when serving his country abroad, he is 
styled Embassador or pork merchant. 


L e t the people not forget that it is of 
high importance to the city that the 
Breeders’ Meeting to open in this place to­ 
day should 1-e well attended. 
The State 
Board of Agriculture has undertaken a 
heavy task in inaugurating these spring 
contests, and if they are not well patronized 
we may be sure that the first will be 
the last. 
The stock interest is one of the 
foremost in the State, and we should do all 
that we properly can to conserve it, and to 
hasten the day when the fields and stables 
of California for breeding fine animals will 
be sources of profit to us as has been the 
Blue Grass region to Kentucky. The speed 
contests to begin to-day are to be between 
California horses, and some hundreds of 
the very best of the products of our stables 
are already on the ground. 
We look for­ 
ward to these annual contests developing 
into “Horse Bazars,” great horse markets, 
at which representatives of nearly all the 
world will assemble to pay tribute to the 
capacity of the State to grow fine animals. 
Let every business man who cannot attend 
this spring meeting in person send one of 
his employes as his representative. 


T h e Louisiana Lottery Company offers 
to pay to the State of Louisiana the sum of 
£12,500,000 for the privilege of carrying 
on 
its 
nefarious business for another 
twenty-five years. 
The Legislature can­ 
not accept the proposition, but may sub­ 
mit it to a vote of the people. 
In that case 
the lottery agents will leave no influence 
unexerted to secure the consent necessary. 
Under the circumstances of the flood sea­ 
son, the distress of the people, the amount 
of money the lottery concern can afford to 
expend in corrupting voters, and 
the 
powerful Influence of certain bankers who 
profit by the business of the lottery, there 
is reason to fear that the infamy may lie 
put through and the State be tied hand 
and foot to the lottery concern for another 
quarter of a century. But when the Legis­ 
lature submits the question, if it shall de­ 
cide to do so, will it not at the same time 
submit a proposition to license the grand 
a rmv of bu rglars, and the associ a lion of snea k 
thieves, and the solidarity of the knights 
of the road (limited ) ? Such action would 
be in exact keeping with the submission of 
the lottery steaL 


T h e French spoliation claims were first 
presented to Congress in 1803, and since 
then no less than forty-nine committees 
have submitted reports concerning them 
It is not creditable to our system of doing 
national business that the matter should 
have so long l>een before the Congress of 
the nation. Of the forty-nine report-, all 
but two have been favorable to payment, 
and since 1822 all the committees having 
the matter in band have reported in favor 
of the claims. 
Negotiations concerning 
them began between France and 
the 
United States in the administration of 


President W ashington Under Mr. Adams 
a treaty was agreed upon by which France 
released the United States from certain 
obligations, and we agreed in considera­ 
tion of such release and the payment of 
certain indemnity iron! France, to take up 
and dispose of the claims, but to this date 
we have not accomplished the task. 
In 
1855 the claims were sent to the Court of 
Claims for review, where they were proved 
up and a report made to Congress for their 
payment. 
A bill is now pending to pro­ 
vide for such payment. 
The measure has 
just been reported and the commjttee ad­ 
vise in very strong language that payment 
be made, yet there is opposition to it, and 
it is possible that the affair will again be 
thrown over to the next session. 
If it is 
it will place the natioa in a very unfavor­ 
able light abroad. 


M u r a t H a l s t e a d .' Tmrnaetrtfiig upon 
the Sherm an reception and slipper, enters 
his protest against the exclusion of ladies 
from such 
public affairs and dinners of 
ceremony. 
H e is em inently sensible when 
he says: 
There was som ething lacking even at this re­ 
ception—¡lie ladies. I wonder now and then 
and more and m ore in affairs of this character 
how it happens and can go on happening that 
the brightest and sweetest ot a ll attractions 
should be denied, that lovely wom an should be 
banished just w here her beauty would be most 
gracciul and gratetul. The same thought is 
pertinent as to our dinners. A m ericans have a 
reputation th a t they m ay be well proud of in all 
civilized countries for tlie unfailing considera­ 
tion in w hich they treat the fair, whom none 
bu t the brave deserve. Why -hould not the 
Am erican cities, now the most luxurious iu the 
world, and New York the most so of all. where 
the dinner and the reception are as abounding 
institutions as in London, take ihe advance in 
fixing the iashion th a t the presence of ladies is 
indispensable w here receptions are fascinating 
and dinners delightful ? 
The exclusion of women from most such 
affairs is a relic of those periods in which 
the sex occupied so low a level that it was 
confined to galleries with lattice work 
through which the ladies might look 
down upon their masters as they sat at 
dinner. 
It is a relic, in short, of ages in 
which the woman was held to be the chat­ 
tel of man, one who had little more place 
in his economy of life than to serve his 
pleasure, and when he pleased to take her­ 
self off to her grave.

President Carnot on his recent 
trip to Corsica paid a visit to the house in 
ffhich the “ L ittle Corporal” was born. 
Prince Napoleon, conceiving it impossible 
for a French Republican to admire the 
genius of Bonaparte, writes to the Presi­ 
dent a sharp letter, charging him with 
insincerity, saying: 
In going to the house in w hich my uncle was 
born you com m itted an act of g iiv e im propri­ 
ety. 
The house does not belong to the Govern­ 
m ent 
You had no right w hatever to cross Its 
threshold. W hat is there in common between 
th e First Consul, who. in space of a few m onths 
m ade a new France, and your Governm ent, 
w ith its work of daily disorganization ’ W hat 
is there in com m on betw een the Lmperor, who 
fell a victim t > the very grandeur of his system, 
and your parliam entary regim e, w hich is dviug 
oi its own impotency ’ 
How can you. who 
w ithout reason proscribe me, h i- heir, dare to 
pay hypocritical hom age to the cradle oi the 
great m an. 
T hat is to say, “I have the right to rule 
in France irrespective of the choice of the 
people, and since 1 cannot, because the 
people will not have it so, you, the choice 
of France, have no right to pay respect to 
the memory of Napoleon.” 
The descend­ 
ants of royalists, monarchists and aristo­ 
crats in these days are proving w hat weak 
tim ber thev are made of. 


Six months ago the R e c o r d - U n io n ad­ 
vocated the recission of the forfeiture th at 
the terms of the contract between the 
builders and the Government would inflict 
upon the constructors

Charleston if her full horse-power was not 
developed. 
The full power was not ob­ 
tained, and the forfeiture was exacted. At 
the tim e we pointed out th at the fault was 
not with the builders, but lay in the plans 
th at they were compelled to follow.

neers. 
A bill has been introduced in 
Congress to relieve the builders from the 
forfeiture of the 832,000. 
I t ought to pass; 
it is a just bj.ll and proposes to deal hon­ 
estly w ith the contractors, and not to ex­ 
act the pound of flesh for th at which they 
are in no wise to blame. 


W h o can fail to admire the plnck of 
Mrs. Howe, the courageous young Cali­ 
fornia woman, who burst through a crowd 
of men in a Chicago street the other day, 
and stopped a brutal fight between two 
boys, one of whom was twice the strength 
and size of his opponent. 
No wonder that 
the men of the crowd slunk away rebuked 
and shamed—cowards that they were— by 
the presence of the humanity of the 
woman, and her indignant protestation in 
favor of fair play. 


I n leaving the city last night Mrs. Stan, 
ford testified to her warm feeling for her 
old home by leaving in the hands of 
Mayor Comstock the sum of $1,000, to be 
distributed among worthy chq^jjjes as a 
souvenir of her visit. 
The Mayor has dis­ 
tributed part of it, so that it shalf be paid 
for the education of poor children. 
Cer­ 
tainly no better direction could have been 
given to it— none more in harmony with 
the wishes of the donor. 


T h e city of Sacramento handsomely re­ 
ceived and treated the visiting Pioneers 
yesterday. 
There was no ostentatious dis­ 
play, no effort to make a great deal of the 
occasion, but simple, homely and sincere 
welcome, and such attention as did no1 
embarass and yet that served to set the 
guests at [terfect ease and make them feel 
at home. The Sacramento Society of Cali­ 
fornia Pioneers was especially successful 
in its reception of the visitors. 


O ne of the strange features of the re­ 
cent epidemic of the “grip” is now said to 
be its effect upon insane patients.

HEARTY RECEPTION TO SENATOR 
AND MRS. STANFORD.

The reception given last evening by the 
people of this city to Senator and Mrs. 
Stanford was one of the most spontaneous 
and heartfelt manifestations of respect and 
esteem ever tendered to deserving man or 
woman bv any comm unity. 
No victor re­ 
turning from the field of battle ever re­ 
ceived a more hearty welcome from his 
peopj^than that tendered last evening by 
the husbands, wives and children ot this 
city to the distinguished gentleman and 
lady who dwelt among them in the years 
gone by. 
At an early hour the beautiful grounds 
surrounding the State Capitol were filled 
with men, women and children, awaiting 
the opportunity soon so be afforded of we!- 
coming the Senator and his esteemed wife. 
The First A rtillery Band in the meantime 
discoursed popular airs. It.was a charru- 
mg scene that greeted the guests of the 
evening as they were driven in an open 
carriage up to the front entrance of-the 
Capitol. The broad, green lawns and ter­ 
races were througed with 
weil-drpssed 
people of both sexes and a!! ages, from the 
toddling pupil of the kindergarten to the 
tottering octogenarian— rictT and 
poor, 
laborer and capitalist, mechanic and m anu­ 
facturer—all were there in one common 
group, to welcome back to the scenes of 
their younger days the m an and womaa 
whose lives had been devoted to the wel­ 
fare of the people. The charm ing grounds, 
studded with lordly pines; the smootn 
walks, glistening in the soft moonlight; 
the masses of gayiy-dressed people; the 
music, the balrnv spring air—ail served to 
make a picture that could not fail to im­ 
press the beholder. 
It m ust have been especially pleasing to 
the Senator and his good wife, especially in 
view of the fact that it was intended as an 
outward expression of the love ¡yjd esteem 
in which they are held by the people of 
Sacramento. 
As the carriage containing the guests was 
halted in front of the Capitol, a few miu- 
utes after 8 o’clock, the band struck up 
the air, “ Home Again.” 
As the music 
floated out upon the still evening air, the 
Senator and his wife alighted and were 
escorted into the building, the dense throng 
of people separating and opening a pas­ 
sage-way for the party. It'w as noticed, 
as 
the guests 
passed 
through, 
that 
Mrs. Stanford was deeply affected. 
In ­ 
deed, her eyes were suffused w ith 
tears. 
It was evident that the pathetic air had 
awakened in her breast fond memories 
of the years when Sacramento was her 
home, and the people about her were her 
neighbors and friends; of the time when 
her home was brightened by the son who 
has since been called to another worid. The 
scene, and the flood of memories which it 
recalled, were indeed well calculated to 
arouse the tenderest emotions even 
in 
natures less delicately attuned to the finer 
sensibilities of the hum an heart.. 
Not only were the grounds outside the 
building thronged with people anxious to 
see aDd greet Senator and Mrs. Stanford, 
but the corridors of the Capitol itself were 
filled to their fullest capacity. It is prob­ 
able that there were close upon 10,000 peo­ 
ple in and about the building. 
Senator Stanford was escorted to the 
State Library by A. Abbott, and Mrs. Stan­ 
ford by Edgar Carroll. 
Other members of 
the Reception 
Committee 
accompanied 
them . 
On reaching the Library the guests 
and members ol the ladies’ and gentle­ 
m en’s committees were admitted through 
Librarian Perkins’ private office. 
Mr. Perkins and his assistants had placed 
the central and main room of the library 
in excellent condition for the occasion, and 
the lady members ot the committee had 
beautifully decorated it with flowers. In 
the center of the circular room rose a large 
pyram id 
of 
calla 
lilies, 
while 
on 
the 
tables 
and 
registers 
about the 
room were great masses of roses and other 
flowers. Standing in the rear of the room, 
and resting on the floor, was a lull length 
portrait of the Senator, belonging to the 
State. 
In front of this Senator and Mrs. 
Stanford took Lheir places, waited upon bv 
members of the ladies and gentlemen s 
committees. 
In a few minutes the great 
door- were thrown open and the surging 
crowd began to pour in. 
Great as was the crush outside, in the 
eagerness of the thousands to gain adm it­ 
tance, inside the reception-room all was 
order and decorum, the members of the 
committee conducting the people quietly, 
but in a steady moving procession, to 
where the guests of the evening stood 
readv to receive and shake hands with 
them . 
First came the school children, perhaps 
one thousand in number, escorted by their 
parents or teachers. The Senator and his 
wife manifested the greatest satisfaction 
and pleasure during this portion of the 
demonstration, and many a little girl and 
boy has a story to tell to-day of kisses re­ 
ceived from the guests of the evening. 
Following the children came men and 
women representing all classes of society, 
for each oi whom Senator and Mrs. Stan­ 
ford had a smile, a kindly word and a 
warm hand-clasp. Employes of the rail­ 
road shops were numerous among the 
throng. 
The hand shaking commenced about 8:30 
and lasted till 9:45 o’clock, during which 
tim e a steady stream of hum anity poured 
through the room. Counting the" number 
who were presented within a given time, it 
was estimated that at least 6 U00 persons 
were presented to the Senator and his wife. 
Among them were many members of the 
New England Pioneers now in the city. 
Now ana then the Senator and Mrs. Stan­ 
ford would recognize some old-time per­ 
sonal friend, with whom they would ex­ 
change a few words. 
At 10 o'clock the guests, accompanied by 
the members of their party from San Fran­ 
cisco, consisting of General Superintendent 
Filmore. Assistant General Superintendent 
Curtis, Mr. Nash (the Senator's private 
secretary;, and 8. T. Gage, were escorted to 
their carriages. On reaching the door of 
the Capitol it was found that several hun­ 
dred people still lingered to bid the guests 
farewell and God-Bpeed on their journey to 
W ashington. 
W hen Senator Stanford was seated in his 
carriage there was a general request from 
the people for a speech. H e arose and ad­ 
dressed them briefly, thanking them on 
behalf of him self and wife for the grand 
reception tendered them by their former 
friends and neighbors. He said that both 
he and Mrs. Stanford had ever kept a warm 
place in their hearts for Sacramento, and 
hoped the city would grow in beauty and 
her people be prosperous and happy. 
Three hearty cheers were given as the 
party left for the depot, whence Mr. and 
Mrs. Stanford departed by the midnight 
overland train for the National Capital. 


MRS. STANFORD'S CHARITABLENESS. 
Yesterday Mayor Comstock received from 
Ariel Lathrop a letter inclosing a check for 
$1,000 from Mrs. Stanford, with the request 
that the sum be distributed among the 
more worthy charities of this city in her 
name, and an acknowledgment of the re­ 
ceipt and disposal be made to Mrs. Stanford. 
The Mayor therefore 
considered 
the 
m atter yesterday, and last evening sub­ 
m itted his judgm ent to Mrs. Stanford in 
writing, and she warmly approved it, say­ 
ing that it was intended only as a souvenir 
of her brief visit to her old home. 
The 
distribution is as follows: 
To the H oward Benevolent Association, 
$200: to the Protestant Orphan Asylum, 
$150; to the Marguerite Free Kindergarten, 
to aid in the education of its poor children, 
$100; to the Sacramento Free Kindergarten, 
for the like purpose, $100; to the Froebei 
Society's Free Kindergarten, for the like 
purpose. $100: to the Foundling Hospital. 
$100; to the Ladies' Catholic Relief Society, 
$100; to the Ladies’ Hebrew Benevolent 
Society, $75; to the Ladies’ Museum Asso­ 
ciation, to aid them in placing worthy poor 
pupils in the School of Design, $75. 


A MEMORIAL WINDOW. 


place in St. Paul’s Church. Rev. J. F. von 
H erriica rector, Sacramento, a memorial 
window. The window is of Gothic order, 
consisting of three panels. On the panel 
to the right is represented the ADgel of 
Life with outspread wings, bearing in its 
arm s a child toward earth. In striking 
and painful contrast to this, the Angel of 
Death is represented on the left panel in 
the act of severing from its parent stem a 
fresh 
and blooming 
bud. The grand 
central panel contains a representation of 
tbe Angel of the Resurrection, beariDg to­ 
wards his eternal borne a youth whose 
ecstatic gaze is fixed upon the glories 
which are jest beginning to burst upon his 
vision. In the diamond-shaped opening of 
the tracery, angels, with book and voice, 
are welcoming with seraphic music a soul 
to its eternal home, and finally the dove, 
representing the Comforter, occupies a po­ 
sition in the tracery immediately beneath 
the apex. The inscription is “In Mentor- 
tam, Leland Stanford, Jr. 
A M other’s 
Gift, 1590.”

This window, when completed in stained 
glass, will, it is said, represent the most 
Costly window memorial in this country or 
Europe. a3 no expense will be spared to 
perfect every part.

T ru s te e s H ail 
t h e 
A u th o r ity to 
O r d e r I t I s s u e d . 
Judge Armstrong, of the Superior Court, 
rendered a decision yesterday in the case 
of P. Brannigan vs. A. T. Johnston and 
others, which case was to decide the legal­ 
ity of the supplemental register used at the 
recent election. 
Brannigan, in his capacity as atax-payer, 
sued to have set aside the contract made by 
the Board of Trustees with Johnston & Co., 
printers, to print the supplement, on the 
ground that the Trustees had not jurisdic­ 
tion to enter into such a contract. 
In his decision Judge Armstrong says : 
“ Subdivision 16 of section 2 of the City 
Charter provides: 
That the Board of 
Trustees shall have power to provide for 
conducting elections, establishing election 
precincts, appointing judges, inspectors and 
clerks thereof,’ and section 31 contains a 
provision 'T hat all the provisions of law in 
orce regulating elections, so far as the same 
are applicable and not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act shall apply to the 
election of city officers by the voters of this 
city.’ 
These provisions of the charter 
make the general election law applicable to 
municipal elections, and gives the Board of 
Trustees ample power to provide for con­ 
ducting elections, which includes the power 
to procure a supplem ent of the Great Reg­ 
ister to be printed, and in the case of Kirk 
against Rhodes (46 Cal., 398), which arose 
under the charter of this city, the Supreme 
Court decided that the general election 
laws of this State, with their successive 
modifications and changes, applies so tar as 
practicable, and so far as not inconsistent 
with the Act incorporating Sacramento city 
to the municipal elections in said city. 
"In the case of the People against Laine, 
we have seen that the general election 
laws apply to municipal elections in the 
absence of any provision in the charter 
that should apply thereto; but if there was 
no provision in the charter, m aking gen­ 
eral election laws applicable to municipal 
elections in the city of Sacramento and 
conferring authority upon the Board of 
Trustees to provide for the conducting of 
elections, yet as there is no general law 
lim iting their power in this respect—the 
power to make the general registration law 
applicable to m unicipal 
elections 
and 
regulating the conducting of the elections 
in this city, the power to do so is conferred 
upon the Board of Trustees, which is the 
legislative body oi the city, by the eleventh 
section of the eleventh article of the Con­ 
stitution, which provides as follows: 'A ny 
county, city, town or township may make 
and enforce w ithin its limits all such local, 
police, sanitary and other regulations as 
are not in conflict with general laws.’ This 
provision of the Constitution confers upon 
tbe Board of Trustees a very broad and 
comprehensive power, sufficiently broad to 
authorize the Board to enact a n y ‘law upon 
any municipal subject not in conflict with 
general laws. 
" It follows that there m ust be judgm ent 
entered for the defendants, and it is so or­ 
dered.”

HOW SACRAMENTO HAS ADVANCED. 
The visitors are alm ost without excep­ 
tion enthusiastic with what they have seen 
of California, and the wonderful strides 
she has taken since they were here last. 
“ Oh, I knew it," said one old veteran 
yesterday afternoon to a reporter. 
“When 
I looked at the foot of K street in July, -f t, 
things didn’t look very promising, i'll ad­ 
m it—nothing but tents and a few shanties. 
But I said then, that after the m ining craze 
wore off, California would be a great coun­ 
try. I could sort of smell it in the atmos- 
sphere. I had experience enough as a 
farmer to see w hat kind of soil and cli­ 
m ate predom inated.” 
Isaiah Graves, another ’49er, was more 
matter-of-fact. 
"I left here in fifty-five,” 
he said, “and this is the first time I have 
been back since. Our excursion has been 
over a goodly portion of the State, and 
most everywhere I have noticed 
great 
changes—in the south particularly. But 
here in Sacramento, where I lived quite a 
while during my residence in California, I 
must say that there have been less changes 
than any other place. I see a great many 
little one and two-story buildings, with iron 
shutters, that were here when I was here. 
In San Francisco I saw none—everything 
had given way to improvement. Of course 
Sacramento rem inds me more forcibly of 
the early days than any other place we 
have visited in that reepect. My visit here 
has really been most pleasant.” 
The e n tir e party is full of reminiecences, 
and take pleasure in re la tin g them . One 
gentleman told of tbe great winter of "49 
and ’50, when Sacramento was mostly u n ­ 
d e r w a te r. 
He remembered well of having 
rowed a boat th e full le D g th of J s tre e t.

FEENEY WAS

WILKE 0E SUICIDED. 


H e W ill E n d eavor to P rove T h at H e D id

ih e trial of Charles Freem an for the 
m urder of Mark FeeDev was resumed be­ 
fore Superior Judge Van Fleet and a jury 
yesterday. 
All day the Court -room was crowded u n ­ 
comfortably with curious spectators. 
Frederick Fricks, w ho keeps a saloon on 
the A uburn road, near where the killing of 
Feeney took place, took the witness-stand. 
He testified that he knew Freem an, W ilke 
and Feeney. On the night of the killing, 
shortly betore midnight, Freem an came to 
his place and told him that the cook Fee­ 
ney) was dead. 
Freeman stated (hat his 
nerves were a.l unstrung from what he had 
seen. 
He asked the witness to accompany 
him to the cabin. 
W itness did so. and 
stayed with Freeman ail night—until Free­ 
man was taken in charge by Constable 
Lamphrey. 
Coustabie Lamphrey detailed tbe arrest 
of Freem an, and related the con versa t on 
he hsd with him. 
Freem an told him 
that he 
and 
W ¡’ke 
bad had a fight 
before coming to the cabin, and th at 
W ilke came out 
second 
best. 
When 
ne (Lamphrey) questioned Freeman close­ 
ly regarding Feeney’s death, accused Free­ 
man of killing him , Freem an said that 
there were 


“ BUT TWO MEN THERE,” 
Meaning 
himself 
and W ilke, and he 
guessed that his evidence would be as good 
as W ilke’s when it came to a trial. 
District Attorney Bruner offered in evi­ 
dence a large bundle containing the clothes 
on Feeney’s person at the time of his death, 
and also 
the blood stained pillow and 
b anket taken from Feeney's couch in the 
DeKay cabin. 
Lamphrey identified the 
garments, etc. 
Mrs. Eva Fricke corroborated her hus­ 
band's testimony as to the tim e and circum- 
s'ances of Freem an’s visit to their place. 
On a subsequent visit to the house. Free­ 
man told Mrs. Fricke, who spoke of the 
blood stainsou Feer.ey’sbed, “ that h ed id n ’t 
know nothing about it.” 
Charles Lewis and W. E. Miliiken testi­ 
fied thdt they heard Freem an say, in A nte­ 
lope, some hours before tbe aifeged m ur­ 
der, that “the cook was about dead, and 
we’re liable to have a wake over him at 
any tinte.” 
FREEMAN’S DEFENSE. 
The im portant feature of the afternoon 
session was the resting of the prosecution 
and the opening of the defense. 
Charles N. Post, Freem an's attorney, 
first asked that a recess be taken, so that 
he m ight 
prepare himself. 
This was 
granted, and at the end of an hour Court 
was re convened. Mr. Post then made his 
opening statem ent to the jury. 
He said he would show by the testimony 
of Freem an, and other corroborative testi­ 
mony, that on tbe day of Feeney's death 
Freeman and Yfilke were out bunting to­ 
gether; that when they returned home that 
night it was very stormy and travel was 
bad. Both men were out of sorfs. 
W hen 
they reached a certain point on the bank 
of the creek, Freem an wanted to ford it. 
and, handing his gun to W ilke, sprang 
across the creek and then bade W ilke fol­ 
low. W iike demurred and Freem an called 
him a coward. W ilke replied by applying 
a foul epithet to Freeman, and also threat­ 
ened to shoot Freem an. The latter then 
recrossed the creek and proceeded to give 
W ilke a sound beating. That was how 
W ilse received the bruises which he after­ 
wards exhibited, and said he received while 
trying to prevent Freem an from murdering 
Feeney. 
WILKE WENT AHEAD. 
W hen W ilke cried “enough,” the attor­ 
ney continued, Freem an desisted from 
further beating him and W ilke im m edi­ 
ately made 
for 
tbe 
cabin. 
Fteem an 
stopped behind for awhile to pick up some 
cartridge-shells which he dropped during 
the fight. 
Then he followed Wilke to the 
cabin. 
Upon entering 
he saw W ilke 
emerging from the sleeping-room. Free­ 
man called out to “Shorty” (Feeuev) and 
asked him bow he was, but received no 
response. 
H e then turned to W ilke and 
told him that the horses had yet to be fed, 
and advised him to get a light so that they 
could go out to the horses. 
W ilke told 
him to wait until he got a drink of water. 
W ilke proceeded outside to the water bar­ 
rel and Freem an 
followed. 
Suddenly 
W ilke exclaimed “H ere’s Shorty,” and 
when Freem an looked he saw Feeney’s 
body protruding from the barrel. Free­ 
man then advised W ilke to go and inform 
Mr. De Kay while he would go to Fricke’3. 
Mr. Post did not explain clearly what his 
theory was as to how Feeney came to his 
death, but it could be inferred from his re­ 
m arks that either W ilke had drowned 
Feeney or that Feeney had committed sui­ 
cide. 
Upon the conclusion of his statement, 
Mr. Post held a whispered consultation 
with Judgg Van Fleet, at the end of which 
be made a formal motion for a continu­ 
ance until to-day. 
H e said he had not 
tim e to get his evidence together. aDd be­ 
ing alone in the case, was working under 
many disadvantages. 
Judge Van Fleet said he appreciated the 
responsible 
position 
Mr. 
Post 
was 
placed in, and as be wished to give the de­ 
fendant everv reasonable advantage in pre­ 
senting bis side of the case, he would will­ 
ingly grant the continuance, if the District 
Attorney did not object. 
Mr. Bruner did not object, so the case 
went over until this morning.

of milk taken in this way I am sure there 
would not be so much beer-drinking among 
them . 
There are thousands of hard-work­ 
ing scrubwumen, washwomen, factory girls 
and even shop girls in this city who drink 
beer with their meals because it gives a 
little stim ulant to their tired bodies, and 
don't understand that it is only like ap­ 
plying a whip to a weary horse instead of 
giving him oats.

A m b e rg ris . 
The word ambergris is French, and sig­ 
nifies gray amber; but by whom or when 
applied to this marine phenomenon we 
have not been able to discover. 
The scientific explanation of the nature 
of ambergris is that it is the product of 
some disease in the sperm whale analog­ 
ous to gall stones. 
It is found sometimes 
in the intestines of the creature, but more 
frequently is found, after expulsion, float­ 
ing on the surface of tropical seas. -It 
floats in masses, which have a speckled- 
grav appearance, and mined with which 
are generally found some remnants of the 
known food of whales. 
The best quality of ambergris is soft 
and waxy, but it is said not to be uniform 
in color. 
The streakv or marked speci­ 
mens are preferred. 
It is opaque and in­ 
flammable, remarkably light as to specific 
gravity, as may lie understood from its al­ 
ways keeping the surface, and it is rugged 
to the touch. 
Most of what comes into the market is 
found near the Bahama Islands, but it is 
also found at the Moluccas and other parts 
of the Indian Ocean, off a portion of the 
coast of South America, and sometimes 
floating on the Atlantic Ocean. 
The essential characteristics of amber­ 
gris is its powerful and peculiar odor. 
It 
is so peculiar, that art has never been able 
to imitate it, although the scarcity and 
enormous price 
of ambergris has lent 
every stimulus to invention. It is so power­ 
ful and diffusive that the very minutest 
quantity is perceptible in the'm ost fra­ 
grant perfumes. 
The chief compound of ambergris is a 
fatty matter called ambrein, which is ob­ 
tained by boiling in alcohol. 
This am­ 
brein—and there Is said to be aliout 85 per 
ceut. of it in the l>est ambergris—is what 
gives it its value, for it is in this ingredient 
that the perfume lies. 
There is another peculiarity ascribed to 
ambergris, and that is the power to exalt 
the flavor and perfume of other substances 
with which it is brought into combination. 
Thus, a grain or two rubbed down with 
sugar is often added to a hogshead of wine, 
giviug a perceptible and, what is consid­ 
ered oy some, an im pro veil flavor to the 
whole. 
And a small particle of amber­ 
gris added to other perfumes is found to 
exalt the odor of the blend. 
In fact, ambergris is too dear to use 
alone, and it is so dear that it is one of the 
most adulterated articles known to chem­ 
ists. 
It is adulterated both ,by those who 
export it and in the countries in which it 
is used.—Chmab>JoUt'nal.

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FACE ABOUT. 


“H e is a bad actor,” Eaid the manager of 
■the strolling company of players where 
Jovan made his first appearance, and so 
said the first violin of the orchestra of the 
little country-town theater where Jovan 
tried his luck the second tim e. 
The vi­ 
olinist was an old man and had a great 
deal of experience, so th at was discourag­ 
ing : worse still, the audience said the same 
thing, and worse even than that was to 
come, for one day something inside of Jo ­ 
van said it too. 
“ H e is a bad actor,” so said that part of 
Jovan that did not go on the stage, the 
part of him that sood with the manager at 
the wings of the theater, that watched him 
from the orchestra, that sat in the front 
rows with the audience, that part which 
looked at him from outside, which shook 
its head when lie came before the foot­ 
lights, which waited for him at the door 
and walked home with him through the 
em pty streets when the play was over. 
There was Jovan the player, and there was 
Jovan the critic, and then there was Jovan 
him self—.Jovan the nature-made, the na­ 
ture-bred, who hated the critic and spoiled 
the player; Jovan the m an,st-ong,unruly, 
self-asserting and tenacious; Jovan who 
would be nimself when he ought to be 
somebody else, who, when 
the player 
changed his coat and went before the au­ 
dience, followed him close and would not 
be left behind. 
“One must change not one's dress onlv, 
but one’s body and one’s soul also, if one 
would be an actor,” said the violinist, and 
that Jovan could not do. 
W hen Jovan was in love, he played like 
a lover, when he had a wicked mood he 
played like a villain, when he was good 
he played like a saint, and it did not do 
all. 
Jovan lived, or rather wandered about 
the world, w ith his mother; she had East­ 
ern blood in her, and it was from her he 
liad got his name “Jovan.” 
The Germans 
turned it into Johann. 
H is father had 
been a rich English merchant, a trader in 
the East, successful, unscrupulous, cold- 
hearted and luxurious ; for the rest the 
story was an old one—it was first written 
in the book of Genesis—and Jovan and 
his mother were driven forth as Hagar 
and Ishmael of old, with this difference, 
that Jovan was of age, and that no angel 
appeared to succor them in their journey­ 
ing. 
Jovan and H agar were poor and they 
were vafrants, but they got on well enough 
to be happy. 
The “little m other” was an* 
actress by birth and a mimic of some skill, 
and when Jovan failed she succeeded 
enough to keep body and soul together, 
though more she could not accomplish. 
As for Jovan, there was no counting on 
him . 
Sometimes for days he would burv 
him self in his books, "books he would 
starve to buy; then they would be thrown 
aside, forgotten, and he would pass days 
and nights with wild companions, till he 
wearied of them too, and found some other 
pleasure or interest to usurp dominion 
over him.

An absent New Y orker of an inquiring 
turn ot mind recently saw some rag-pickers 
gathering up some castaway shoes, and be­ 
gan to_ inquire what it meant.

thev come to very honorable estate aud 
position. 
H e found that tae«e pickers 
sold them to manufacturers of the most 
fashionable kind of wall paper. 
So he 
went to one of these establishments to get 
an insight into the matter, where the fore­ 
man made the following explanation : 
- “We buy," said he, “all the old boots 
and shoes the scavengers can bring us. 
W e pay different prices for the different 
qualities of leather. 
A pair of fine calf­ 
skin boots will firings as high as 15 cents. 
We don't buy cowhide boot-. 
The boots 
and shoes are first soaked iu several waters 
to get the dirt off them. 
Then the nails 
and threads are 
removed, the leather

The 
finer the quality of the leather, the better 
it takes the bronze and old gold and other 
expensive colors iu the designs painted on 
them. 
_ “Fashionable people think they are go­ 
ing away back to the medieval tim e when 
thev have tiie walls of their libraries and 
dining-rooms 
covered 
w ith 
embossed 
leather. 
They don't know that the shoes 
and boots which their neighbors threw 
into the ash barrel a month before form 
the beautiful m aterial on their walls and 
on the screens which protect their eyes 
from the fire. 
We could buy the old 
shoes cheaper if it were not for the com­ 
petition from carriage houses aud book­ 
binders and picture-frame makers. 
I don't 
know how many other trades use old shoes 
and boots, but the tops of carriages are 
largely made of them, ground up and 
pressed 
into 
sheets. 
Book-binders 
use 
them in making the cheaper forms of 
leather bindings, and the new style of 
leather frames with leather mats in" them 
are entirely made of the cast-off covering 
of our feet.”

A num ber of varieties are in­ 
cluded, and are claimed to embrace the best 
drying f)g3 of co’mmerce. The cuttings will 
be cared for under the direction of the 
Board until enough stalk has been grown 
to make a distribution throughout the 
State, which will not be until a year hence. 
It is believed that they have now secured 
in this importation the true Sm yrna fig— 
the fig of commerce that has so long been 
wanted in this State. The importation 
conies through the Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture at W ashington. 


T h e Longeat D ay. 
It is quite im portant, when speaking of 
the longest day in tl»e year, to say what 
part of the world we are talking about, as 
will be seen by reading the following list, 
which tells the length of the longest days 
in several places. 
How unfortunate are 
the children in Tornea, Finland, where 
Christmas day is less than three hours in 
length :« 
At Stockhold, Sweden, it is eighteen and 
oue-half hours in length. 
A t Spitzbergen the longest day is three 
and one-half months. 
At London, England, and Bremen, Prus­ 
sia, the longest day has sixteen and one- 
half hours. 
At Hamburg, iu Germany, and Dantzig, 
in Prussia, the longest dav has seventeen 
hours. 
At W ard bury, Norway, the longest day 
lasts from May 21st to July 22d, w ithout 
interruption. 
At St. Petersburg, Russia, and Tobolsk, 
Siberia, the longest day is nineteen hours 
and the shortest five hours. 
A t Tornea, Finland, June 21st brings a 
day nearly twenty-two hours long, and 
Christmas one less than three hours in 
length. 
At New Y ork the longest day is about 
fifteen hours, and at Montreal, Canada, it 
is sixteen hours.

WATER FROM TAHOE. * 


Yon S ch m id t Says H e Can B rin g it D ow n 
in T h ree Y ears. 
It begins to look, at last, as if San Fran­ 
cisco and the line of cities lying between 
that city and the foothills of Placer county 
will soon be supplied with pure, undefiled 
drinking-w ater from Lake Tahoe, the fin 
esi body of m ountain water in the world 
For years the Tahoe company Las been en­ 
deavoring to get the authorities of Sat- 
Francisco to contract with it to have tb> 
inhabitants of tbat city supplied will 
water from Tahoe, but not until now h a s1 
it looked as if the city would enter into a 
contract for that purpose. 
Day before yesterday there was a called 
meeting of tbe W ater Committee of the 
Board of Supervisors of the metropolis to 
receive the report of engineer A. W. Yon 
Schmidt, of the Tahoe company, relative 
to the cost of m aking the city the owner 
of its own water-works. 
Mr. Yon Schmidt said in his opening 
statem ent that he could bring the water 
down to that city in three years, and that 
in five years’ tim e the works would be pay­ 
ing a sufficient revenue to go far toward 
removing the city’s indebtedness for build­ 
ing tbe pipes and works. 
H e stated that 
w ithin a short time the revenue from the 
works would be at least $3,900,000 annually, 
basing his calculation on the present sup­ 
ply and revenue of the Spring Valiev 
W ater-W orks Company. The report was 
then read, estimated on a supply of 30,000,­ 
009 gallons per day. 
Yon Schmidt said it would be necessary 
to pay only one-twentieth of the am ount 
each year, m aking the actual cost in twenty 
years, principal and interest, $23 670.090. 
A. P. H otaliug of the company was also 
present and stated that the company was 
willing to give bonds in the sum of $1,000,­ 
000 for the faithful performance of the 
work and ailow a certain proportion 110 
per cent.) of each fiayment to be withheld 
as a guarantee against lawsuits. 
Upon inquiiy Von Schmidt declared that 
the company anticipated no trouble in re­ 
gard to bringing tbe water down, and tbat 
it would answer all lawsuits. 
He said that 
water couid be brought down by tbe third 
year, but would make no promises to do so 
sooner. 
If San Francisco should see fit to en'er 
into a contract with the company it is more 
than iikelv that Alameda, Oakland, Berke­ 
ley, Martinez, Vallejo, Suisun, Dixon, Sac­ 
ramento, Stockton. 
Auburn 
and other 
cities and towns will also take supplies 
from the same source. 
Not one of the 
piaces named, except Sacramento and A u­ 
burn, has water fit to drink, and the time 
is ciose at hand—if it has not already ar­ 
rived—w ben this city will be compelled to 
look for better water. 
It is true that the water of the Sacra­ 
mento was originally of the best, but owing 
to m ining operations along its tributaries, 
and the building up of towns along their 
banks, tbe streams are becoming polluted 
to such an extent that it will not much 
longer be safe to use the water for domestic 
purposes. 
W ithout specifying some of the 
perm anent sources of pollution, the fact 
may be mentioned that sporadic cases are 
constantly coming to light. 
Only a week 
ago an attache of the R ecord-Uxion office 
made the discovery that within a mile and 
a half of the suction-pipe of this city's 
water works one of the largest dairies in 
this section of the State is daily polluting 
th ariv er by dumping into it the refuse 
from its barns, which are built on the levee 
over the water's edge. Cow manure, dead 
calves, etc., are rolled out of the barn into 
the water, to the serious danger of the peo­ 
ple who are obliged to use the water. Scores 
of other sources of pollution could be cited, 
and the question is becoming one that de­ 
serves the most serious consideration. 
If the Tahoe scheme should carry, the 
probability is that Sacramento will be able 
to m ake such terms with the company as 
will make it desirable for the city to make 
a contract for a perm anent supply. 


EATING WHILE RIDING. 


T h e F a st O verlan d T rain to R un T h rough 
D in in g Car*». 
A San Francisco paper states that it has 
been decided to put dining-cars on the fast 
mail train on the Central Pacific just as 
soon as Pullm an can build three cars for 
that purpose. 
W hen the cars are ready for service the 
Union Pacific, which now runs dining cars 
from Chicago, via Granger, to Portland, 
will run a car through from Granger to 
Ugden, and by this arrangem ent there will 
be established a diniDg-car service from 
ocean to ocean, via Chicago, Omaha and 
Ogden. 
The new diniDg-cars on the Central Pa­ 
cific will be run as follows : The fast mail 
leaving here at 8 P. m. will pick up a din­ 
ing-car at Trackee the next morniDg in 
tim e for breakfast, and which will be 
hauled a9 far as Wells in order to give pas­ 
sengers the other two meals of the day. 
At Wells the car will be dro ped from the 
train, and the succeeding morning the pas­ 
sengers will dine in the Union Pacific car 
at Ogden. Coming west from Ogden the 
dining car will be attached to the train at 
W ells in tim e for breakfast and hauled as 
far west as Truckee to serve dinner and 
supper. At Truckee it will be dropped out, 
tbe passengers reaching San Francisco the 
following morning. 
Tbe eating-houses along the line of the 
road will still be m aintained for the pas­ 
sengers of the second-class train and the 
trainm en.

DO YOU CARRY A WATCH. 


T iu iely S u ggestion s a s to th e P rop er W ay 
To C are for It. 
A watch must be kept in a clean place, 
says the New York -S'nu. 
Dust and small 
particles of the pocket-lining gather con­ 
tinually in the jKickets, and even the best 
fitting case cannot protect the movement 
from dirt finding its way to the wheels and 
pivots. 
W atch pockets should be turned 
inside out and cleaned at regular inter­ 
vals. 
A watch ought to be wound up reg­ 
ularly at about the same hour every day. 
The best tim e to do it is in the morning, 
for two reasons. 
First, because the hours 
of risiug are more regular than the hours 
of disrobing and retiring; second, because 
the power of the mainspring is more likely 
to reduce to a minimum the irregularities 
caused by the movements of the owner du­ 
ring the day. 
W hen not carried in the 
pocket a watch should always hang by its 
ring in the same position that it is worn. 
As a rule watches will run with a differ­ 
ent rate when laid down. Only high grade 
watches are adapted to position, anti will 
show only a few seconds difiérence in 
twenty-four hours, while common watches 
may lie out of'tim e several minutes in one 
night. 
N ever leave a hunting-case watch 
o;>en during a considerable length of time. 
A careful observer will find in the m orn­ 
ing a layer of dust on the crystal of a 
watch th at has been oi>en during the 
night. 
The dust will find its way into the 
movement. 
The dust on the ouLside of 
the case will be unconsciously rubbed off 
by the wearer, but when the watch is 
closed the dust inside of the case must re­ 
main there. 
The oil will change. 
It will 
become thickened by the dust that can not 
be kept out oi the best closing case. 
The 
dust will work like emery and grind the 
surface of the pivots of the train. 


In the formation of a single locomotive 
steam engine there are nearly 6,000 pieces 
to be put together, and these require to be 
as accurately adjusted as the works of a 
watch.
